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Due to a major sponsor pulling out 
and the resultant lack of funds, the 
Women's Motocross Nationals at Carls- 
bad Raceway, originally scheduled for 
Aug. 30, regretably have been canceled. 


Mike Kidd finds himself between a 
rock and a hard place. Following 
his third place showing at the Tulsa 
half mile on a Harley, he leads the 
AMA Winston Pro Series point 
standings by three points with five 
races left — four miles and a half 
mile. But the Roberts/Lawwill team 
still has to try and get the XV750- 
based Yamaha competitive. Kidd 
talked about it after Tulsa and said, 
"It's a shame that we're sitting 
where we are in the points right 
now, because it's putting pressure 
on the team and | don't want to do 
that. We still want to get the Yania- 
ha worked out and go racing with 
it. All of a sudden you start dream- 
ing of having the number one 
plate, and I’ve wanted it for so 
long, but still that's not the reason 
| was hired. | can't argue the point. 
When they say run it, I’m going to 
run it. And I'm not going to 
hesitate to try and put it in the Na- 
tional. If they say ride it, I'm going 
to ride it to win." Progress on the 
Yamaha? “It's a lot better. We've 
made a lot of progress in the last 
week. It’s by no means ready to 
win a National yet and we've got a 
hard road ahead of us. | think we're 
making progress — the thing now 
is if we can get the progress made 
by Ascot." 


In the Team Honda pits, there were 
three NS750 V-twins ready to go for 
Freddie Spencer, Jeff Haney and Ted 





Boody. Boody had some successful non- 
National rides on the Honda between 
Peoria and Tulsa, and earned himself 
a ride in Oklahoma. Boody ended up 
making the National and finishing 
ninth, while Haney had his troubles 
and Spencer was a no-show. Honda's 
Jerry Griffith said the team would pass 
up the Indy and Syracuse miles to re- 
turn home and try and tweak some 
more horsepower out of the engines for 
the San Jose mile. Will Boody be on 
the team for the final two rounds? “It 
depends on Honda, but I hope to have 
him ride San Jose and Ascot," said 
Griffith. 


Dir tracker Bubba Shobert, currently 
ranked 20th in the AMA/Winston 
Pro Series, was spectating at the 
Tulsa half mile with a full cast on 
his right arm; that because of a 
broken arm and  dislocated 
shoulder suffered in his crash at 
the Peoria TT. Bubba says he'll 
miss the rest of the season. A get

The World Finals have always 
been held in Europe since the meet 
was established in 1936. Promoter 
Harry Oxley has released the

In 
fact, Merritt was informed by PMC 
after the race that they, PMC, were 
not going to turn his name in for 
District points because he didn't help 
enough. All Merritt did was organize 
four other experienced enduro racer/ 
riders to completely man one check, 
made available a four-wheel drive ve- 
hicle (at PMC's request), made arrange- 
ments for someone's personal radio to 
be at his check (which was constantly 
in contact with IRRC), and provided 
the clock which was used at our check. 
Further, Merritt's check crew pro- 
vided the clock used at Larry Woodruff's 
check. 

Merritt was not able to help ribbon 
or strip the course because his new 
Husky was in the shop for transmission 
repairs. However, Roger Jasperson of 
PMC was informed of this by Merritt, 
by Garry Dokter, a former PMC 
member, and by myself, three days 
prior to the race. Jasperson still request- 
ed that we come to the event and help 
out by running a check. 

It is my opinion that everyone who 
rode the Lights-On Enduro owes special 
thanks to Tracy Walters, one of Dis- 
trict 37's premier riders and certainly 
one of the nicest guys you will ever 
meet, and to Larry Woodruff. These 
two guys did far more than their share, 
as I am sure others did. Without the 
Tracy Walters’, the Larry Woodruffs 
and the Don Merritts there would have 
been no enduro. In fact, it is this 
writer's opinion that the PMC, on 
their own, couldn't organize a weeny- 
roast and because of their lack of class 
and appreciation, do not deserve to be 
mentioned in the same breath as the 
rest of the dedicated and fine clubs in 
District 37.

point leader Gary Scott's eighth, the 
race left the top three points runners 
within: four points with five rounds 
left. Kidd now leads with 153, Scott 
has 150 and Goss 149. Pearson

Pevious points contenders Jay Spring- 
steen and Steve Eklund left Tulsa with 
no points, After qualifying fastest, 
Springer had his problems and ran 
well back in both his heat and semi. 
Eklund barely missed transferring both 
times and had to settle for the Trophy 
Race win. 


Alex Jorgensen hustled to finish 
fourth and moved to sixth in the stand- 
ings. He was followed in the race by 
Hank Scott, Tulsa local Dave Bradley, 
Tim Mertens, Gary Scott, Ted Boody 
and Wayne Rainey. 


Boody's ninth place finish was the 
best National half mile finish turned 
in on a Honda NS750 V-twin so far 
this year. After riding a few non- 
National events back east on the Honda, 
Boody was given one of Freddie Spen- 
cer's machines and he qualified 12th 
fastest, and then made the National. 
Jeff Haney also qualified well, but 
didn't run near the front after that. 
Spencer was a no-show. 


Over in the Roberts/Lawwill camp, 
there was only one XV750 Yamaha 
ready to go with the new cradle frame. 
Both Kidd and Jimmy Filice practiced 
on it, but Kidd opted for the Harley in 
the race. 


Defending Tulsa winner Ricky 
Graham did not make the program. In 
practice he lost control and jumped off 
in turn four with the bike cartwheeling 
itself into some pretty bad dings. Gra- 
ham was pretty badly shaken, but ap- 
parently nothing was broken.

Time trials 

Harley-Davidson's Jay Springsteen 
was by far the fastest on the clocks, 
turning in a 25.08 second lap for the 
pole in the first heat.

Pear- 
son turned in the ninth fastest time, 
just behind Goss. 


Heats 

Riding the Sal Acosta/Megacycle 
Cams/Hi-Point Harley, Alex Jorgensen 
battled for the first heat lead with 
Pearson, who was aboard the Ray 
Beck/ Lillie /Castrol/Arai/Interpart 
Harley. After some close racing through 
the first two corners, Pearson took it 
with Wayne Rainey up to join them. 
Eklund was in mid-pack and Spring- 
steen, who started on the pole, hit the 
first turn second to last. 

Chris Armstrong/Sandy Rainey/Con- 
nelly Machine-sponsored Rainey dis- 
placed Jorgensen to third for a few laps 
but Jorgy got by and set out after Pear- 
son. On the eighth lap Jorgy made his 
move for the lead, took it and kept it. 
At the finish Pearson was an easy 
second with Rainey holding off an ad- 
vancing Eklund for third. It was the 
fastest heat of the night. 

Ronnie Jones jumped to the head of 
the second heat while Bubba Rush, 
Hank Scott and Dave Bradley discussed 
second over Jones’ fender.

Alex Jorgensen had the pole for the 
National, and chose to start on the 
inside of the groove. Pearson got a spot 
right on the edge of the groove, and 
from there he got a helluva start (Too 
good some riders said later, feeling 
that there should have been a restart). 
Behind Pearson into the first turn were 
Mike Kidd and Alex Jorgensen. Jorgy 
slipped to fifth a lap later, however, as 
Randy Goss and Hank Scott moved 
up. 


Pearson immediately , started, to 


‘stretch his lead as Kidd and Goss 


settled into second and third. Behind 
Hank Scott and Jorgensen, Tim 
Mertens held sixth until Ted Boody 
took it away. That was as far as the 
Honda rider would get — his soft com- 
pound tire soon started to go away and 
he dropped back. 

Positions stayed the same well 
past the halfway point. Back in the 
pack Gary Scott was having handling: 
problems caused by a bent swingarm 
that cocked the rear wheel to the right. 
Lance Jones was circulating well back 
with a slowing machine and was soon 
to be lapped. Ronnie Jones dropped 
out with a broken rotor. 

At about the two-thirds marker, 
Goss started to challenge Kidd, and 
before long was in second. Jorgensen 
made his way around Hank Scott for 
fourth, and Dave Bradley was giving 
the fans something to cheer about as 
he moved up to sixth. 

Positions held right through to the 
checkered flag, although Goss and 
Kidd had eaten up much of Pearson's 
early lead. 

To say that Pearson was delighted 
with his second AMA/Winston Pro 
Series dirt track win in a row (and 
third career win) would be a gross 
understatement. The San Jose rider 
jumped up and down deliriously on 
the seat of his machine before jumping 
off and into the winner's circle cere- 
monies. 


"Ray Beck and I have been working 
awfully hard this year," said Pearson. 
“We had a lot of hard luck the first 
half of the year and we've finally hit a 
good combination since Topeka where 
we had brake failure and DuQuoin 
where we had carburetion trouble. We 
came here and no problems, I'm just 


happy. I had some help from Steve 
Eklund, who showed me some good 
lines, and I more or less followed 
them." 

Goss' second place moved him from 
10 points out of the lead to just four 
back. “I had a plan for the start, and it 
worked out just like I planned, which 
was amazing," said second row starter 
Goss after the race. "Just went around 
the top and got in with the front guys 
and raced with them. Pearson was 
gone at first but we closed on him a 
little bit. It was a pretty good race." 

"Pearson got an excellent start," 
said Kidd. "In my opinion it should 
have been restarted, but if I could have 
gotten away with it I would have done 
the same thing. I'm not arguing the 
point that he jumped the line, but he 
got away with it, and I've done the 
same thing and they didn't restart the 
race. Other than that it was a good 
race. Jorgensen, Goss and I had a good 
battle and nobody did any bumping; it 
was good, clean passing and I think we 
had a good race to the finish." e

2,000-plus enter Ponca City 
final, champions crowned

PONCA CITY, OK, AUG. 11-16 


Over 2,000 entries were received from 46 
states for the final showdown in the 1981 


Yamaha National 


Motosport 


Association 


Grand National Championship MX Series. 


Nine thousand, two hundred 
and forty riders between the 


. ages of five and 18 qualified in 


10 


18 regions throughout the sea- 
son, with only the top ten percent 
making the cut for Ponca City. 

Tuesday and Wednesday were used 
for parking the hundreds of motor 
homes that arrived, tech inspection 
and practice. On Thursday, Friday 
and Saturday the 67 class program was 
run through twice, which decided 
overall champions in classes where 
divisions weren’t needed. On Sunday, 
the larger classes had run-offs with top 
riders from each class division 
combining for a third moto that was 
averaged into the final score. In all, 
156 motos were run. 


Approximately 7,000 people came 
through the gate and a mini-city was 
instantly constructed. The event was 
held in cooperation with the Ponca 
City Chamber of Commerce and was 
sponsored by the Ponca City Ambucs, 
a business group. 

A $3,000 purse was up for grabs for 
125cc Stock, 125cc Modified and 
250cc Expert contenders, with an 
additional $3,000 in contingencies 
supplied for all classes from product 
sponsors. Yamaha Motor Corporation 
gave new bikes to ten champions in 
selected classes, and Kawasaki Motor 
Corporation got into the act with 
$10,000 in awards to selected class 
champions. 

The event was, for the most part, a 
mini program which was serious and 


intense. Team Yamaha had 
competition support personnel on 
hand with a special pit area for their 
six "in house" riders. Kawasakis Team 
Green, headed by Dave Jordan, had 
all their riders in one huge pit area 
where top notch mechanical assistance 
was offered. Their area was easy to 
find -- a huge green fist floated in the 
air over the pit entrance. 

“The place has been wide open since 
we opened up," said Jordan 
concerning the mechanical assistance 
area. "I gave out over 100 tires the first 
day. It feels great!" 

U.S. Suzuki R&D Racing was also 
present, but brought hand built 
machines instead of the '82 8000 Full 
Floaters which were expected. “We're 
still sorting out the new stock Floater,” 
said Dean Dickinson of R&D Racing. 
"Suzuki said if we didn't race them 
they didn't want them here, so we left 
them home.” 

As a whole the affair ran off in 
smooth fashion under the direction of 
Ron Henricksen. Numerous injuries 
did occur (95 children were reported 
to have broken bones as of Saturday 
night) but medical assistance was 
quick and efficient. 


| With, the; direct - involvement | of ,.: 
7,000 persons at Ponca City the stage 
was set for a spectacle that is hard to 
describe. Motos ran back to back for 
hours on end, and when the day's 
activities were over, entertainment 
was provided. Buses to nearby lakes 
and a water-slide facility were avail- 
able, and one night a country singer 
ran through some tunes. 

The course itself was dry, hard and 
fast, at least until the final motos on 
Sunday when rain drenched the area 
and turned conditions around. 
Bridges over parts of the course gave 
spectators access to many different 
sections. 

It would be impossible to give credit 
to all the riders and crews who excelled 
at Ponca City. Many dollars were 
invested by hundreds of families to get 
their riders through the Grand 
National Championship, and during 
the course of the week we tried to focus 
on some of the more exciting races. 

In the first 83cc Stock Intermediate 
(through 11) moto California Team 
Green rider Scott Brown took hole- 
shot honors on an '82 model Kawasaki. 
Yamaha team rider Ronnie Tichenor 
from Florida locked into the second 
spot on lap one, but California's 
Mouse McCoy set Tichenor up over a 
jump and stuffed into second through 
the next turn. Brown, who calls 
himself "Lizzard" smoothed out an 
pulled a comfortable lead while 
McCoy and Tichenor ran close the 
entire race. In the end Brown won 
with McCoy over Tichenor by only a 
few feet. McCoy is also a Team 
Yamaha rider. Washington's Larry 
Ward was up front most of the race 
and carded fourth on his Kawasaki. 

In moto two Brown was again flaw- 
less and took the win. Tichenor and 
McCoy reversed their positions with 
Tichenor taking second and second in 
class, with Brown emerging the class 
champion. 

In the 250cc Expert class two 
divisions needed. In Division 1 Cali- 
fornias Curt McCuistion put his '82 
Team Green Kawasaki to the test for 
wins in both motos. In moto one 
McCuistion hit a jump wrong and 
almost looped it, but straightened 
things out for the next turn. In moto 
two McCuistion was unchallenged and 
made few mistakes. Ricky Glaser from 
Texas used two fourths to grab second 
overall in the division on his Yamaha. 

In 250cc Expert Division 2 Georgia's 
Billy Liles was the king. Liles blitzed 
from third to first on lap one to lead 
moto one for good. Like McCuistion, 
Liles was riding an '82 Kawasaki under 
the Team Green program. In moto 
two Tommy Watts from Texas was the 
frontrunner for two laps,, but Liles 
finally worked by Watts' Yamaha. The 
race was far from over, however, as 
Watts dogged Liles heavily to the 
finish. A 2-2 score put Watts second in 
Division 2. 

It looked to be an East versus West 
battle between Liles and. McCuistion 
in the run-off on Sunday, but when 
heavy rain was mixed into the 
program it was Liles all the way with 
his mud riding experience. Billy took 
the holeshot and was gone while 
McCuistion came round in back 
covered in mud. By lap three Liles was 
lapping riders and increased his lead 
to the flag. 

Suzuki bound Rick Hemme from 
California landed the first moto win in 
the 83cc Stock Expert (12 and over) 
Division 1 class with fellow Californian 
Todd Campbell picking up second on 
a Yamaha. In moto two it was Team 
Yamaha's Troy Blake, Missouri's 
Robbie Peters on a Kawasaki and 
Kawasaki rider Derrick Latham out of 
Oklahoma setting the hot pace. Blake 
took off to lead for good and Latham 
worked by Peters after a dice. Peters 
then contended with Utah's Snell 
Johnson on a Kawasaki but Robbie

Campbell. 

In Division 2 Team Yamaha's 
Johner Kight of California took moto 
one with Bobby Moore, also from 
California, taking second on a 
Yamaha. In moto two Kight 
controlled the first part of the race, 
but Ken Dunlap pushed past on his 
Yamaha only to have Kight regain the 
lead. California's Dunlap kept the 
pressure on as Kight faded, eventually 
winning with Sam Storer of California 
putting his Kawasaki into second. 
Kight held third. 

In the Division run-off Blake took 
the holeshot and set off for the finish 
line with zero mistakes en route. 
Dunlap, Yamaha mounted Larry 
Brooks of California and Peters trailed 
with Johnson and Campbell clashing 
off a jump while fighting over fifth. 
The motos were only six laps long and 
it was a sprint to the finish with Blake 
never tested. Dunlap stuck in second 
until the final lap when his engine 
started to bog and Brooks scooted by 
for the runner-up slot. Dunlap took 
third with Campbell fourth. Blake 
clinched the class title with a 4-1-1

Erickson was second, and his 3-2 
score put him second to Bradshaw in 
class standings after Moree posted a 
disappointing 13th in moto two. 

Run-off action in the 83cc Stock 
Intermediate class had Suzuki rider 
Mike Healey from California and 
Kawasaki rider William Surratt, also 
of California going at it the entire 
race. Healey held the lead to win with 
Surratt on identical lines all the way. 
Once past the checkers the pair shared 
a gentlemanly handshake. Healey took 
the class title with Surratt down in 
standings due to lower finishes in his 
division motos. 

The  100cc Modified Junior 
(through 15) run-off was the property 
of Team Yamaha s Ron Lechien on an 
'82 machine. He showed the way all 
the way, but came into the final with 
too poor of finishes to claim the title. 
Brad Sexton from Arkansas took his 
Yamaha to the class win after 
probable winner Scooter Stafford 
dropped out. Stafford, a Team Green 
rider from Louisiana who went into 
the final with a 1-1 in his division, 
had an injury stop his charge. "I fell 
and picked the bike up, and saw blood 
on my jersey and thought it was one of 
those burns you get all the time," said 
Stafford. “Then I couldn't handle the 
pain and pulled off. I broke my arm 
and cut my elbow to the bone!"

NMRA National Championship 
Drag Race Series: Round nine 


“Bo Show” rolls 
on, Vance 0.51 
seconds short 
of topping two

IRVINE, CA, AUG. 22-23 


When the last cylinder had fired, the familiar 
green Terminal Van Lines Kawasaki piloted 
by Floridian Bo O’Brochta stood alone atop the 
14 Top Fuel heap at the NMRA/Suzuki Western 


Nationals. The “Bo Show,” as 
Orange County International 
Raceway announcer Steve Crosby 
called the O'Brochta effort, had 


won again. At the end of a weekend 
that had seen riders battle 90 +" tem- 
peratures, a slippery starting line and 
other competitors in a field of Ameri- 
ca's quickest clutch droppers, O'Brochta 
delivered the final blow with a scorch- 
ing 7.35 second, 192.30 mph run! 

Terry Vance, who had already won 
the Pro Stock class on his Vance-Hines 
Racing Suzuki, followed O'Brochta into 
that final shootout hoping to record 
the first-ever Top Fuel/Pro Stock 
double victory in NMRA history. It 
was not to be; Vance's 7.86 second, 
168.85 mph ride — and his quickest of 
the day — fell 0.51 seconds short at 
the end of the quarter mile. 

Saturday time trials bad set the 
stage for the final seven-rider Top Fuel 
eliminations. Terry Vance and builder 
Byron Hines made their series of 
Wednesday night test sessions at OCIR 
pay off with a top qualifying time of 
7.465/184.42. 

O'Brochta had set fastest time early 
Saturday morning with a 
7.524/170.77, then sat back to wait 
for someone to top it. When Vance 
did, O'Brochta went back to up the 
ante another notch but cracked the 


Kawasaki's case instead. He spent the 
rest of the night in the Vance-Hines 
Racing shop replacing the motor, but 
still held second fastest time when 
qualifying ended. 

Third fastest qualifier — the least 
desirable spot because the second run 
places the rider up against the fastest 
qualifier — was Jim Bernard on the 
Ron Teson prepared Yamaha. Bernard 
clocked an 8.065/178.21 run. Wayne 
Davis followed with 8.232/152.02 but 
had to rebuild during the evening after 
breaking the Kawasaki's head. "It's 
cracked from here..." he showed one 
of the R.C. Engineering team, pointing 
to the right outside spark plug hole, 
"to here (indicating the left outside 
spark plug hole)." 

Completing the Top Fuel line-up 
were the Harley-Davidsons of Keith 
Ruxton and Clyde Rowlings and the 
Team Honda/R.C. Engineering Honda 
of Russ Collins. 

Collin, NMRA top speed record 
holder with a 199.55mph run to his 
credit, suffered problems all weekend. 
He'd had the bike's fuel tank anodized, 
and despite repeated cleaning by the 
R.C. crew, residue from the process 
kept clogging the fuel system. After an 
all-day-Saturday, all-night-Saturday- 
night, all-morning-Sunday-morning 
struggle, R.C. was finally forced out 
when the accumulation of solvent and

grit ruined the engine's seals and 
allowed oil into the cylinders. - 

In the first round of eliminations, 
Vance enjoyed a 7.903/162.74 bye 
run; Bernard bumped  Rowlings; 
O”Brochta beat Ruxton; and Davis got 
a bye run when Collins didn't show. 

Round two set the stage for the 
finals with Vance over Bernard, 7.91/ 
163.63 to 8.58/140.84, and O'Brochta 
over Davis, 7.34/189.87 to: 9.13/ 
129.87. 

O'Brochta's 7.34 second run was the 
low e.t. of the OCIR meet; his 192.30 
mph ride set top mph. No records 
were set in Top fuel. 

Pro Stock competition eventually be- 
came a Vance-Hines benefit as the 
Number One plate holders and leaders 
in the '81 series set fast qualifying time 
and proceeded to turn in consistent 
8.7-8.8 second runs throughout Sunday 
afternoon's eliminations. 


Keeping the VHR boys honest was 
Bob Carpenter, also Suzuki-mounted, 
who turned in second fastest qualifying 
with an 8.790/150.25, just a wink 
behind Vance's 8.722/152.80 run. 
Vance's time would hold as low e.t. for 
the meet. Unfortunately, Carpenter met 
Vance in the third round of elimina- 
tions (in a nine-bike field), just one 








notch short of the final. There, Vance 
won with an 8.80/150.75 over Car- 
penter's 8.94/147.05. 

Third fastest qualifier was Kawasaki- 
powered "Superbike Mike" Keyte of 
Ft. Lauderdale, FL, who registered an 
8.811/153.84 and set the top mph Pro 
Stock standard for the Western Na- 
tionals. Keyte overcooked it in the first 
round of eliminations, however, spin- 
ning the tire off the line, and was elim- 
inated by the rider who would eventual- 
ly meet Vance in the final: Hackensack, 
NJ's John Mafaro. Mafaro had quali- 
fied seventh fastest with a 9.181/143.31 
on his Kawasaki, yet he bumped Keyte 
with a 9.05, topped Larry Cook with a 
9.02, then took a bye run into the final 
with a 9.08, all at 143 + mph. 

Mafaro stayed consistent in the 
final, showing a 9.10/143.54 ride, but 
Vance — for the first time in elimina- 
tions — dropped down from the 8.8 
second bracket into the 8.7s with an 
8.74/151.26 winning ride. No records 
were set in Pro Stock. 

In Funny bike competition, NMRA 
series points leader Vince Santangelo 
qualified fastest over Texan Terry 
Kizer, both on Kawasakis. Santengelo 
checked in at 7.830 seconds at 170.45, 
and Kizer clocked 8.039 seconds at 
170.17mph. Jim Yodock's Suzuki quali- 





fied third in the seven-bike field with 
an 8.251/161.29. Orient Express rider 
Jon Baugh qualified fourth with an 
8.349/162.16. 

All four top qualifiers made it 
through first round eliminations and 
met in round two. There, Santangelo 
won over Yodock, 7.95/169.49 to 9.35/ 
99.77, and Kizer topped Baugh, 8.17/ 
167.91 over 8.73/141.50. 

Santangelo's Best Engineered Award 
winner for the Western Nationals met 
Terry Kizers Mr. Turbo-sponsored 
Kawasaki in the finals, but lost when 
the chain broke only a few yards off 
the starting line. Kizer rolled in an 


easy winner at 8.41 seconds, 162.45 
mph. 
Low e.t. for the Funny Bikes at 


OCIR was Santangelo's 7.830 qualify- 
ing time; top speed was his 170.45mph 
speed for that same run. No records 
were set in the Funny Bike ranks. 

In the Pro Comp class, Marlboro, 
MA” Rick Stetson made his intentions 
clear when he set a new NMRA low 
e.t. record with an 8.678/152.02mph 
run to set fastest qualifying time. Rick 
Gero set second fastest time in the five- 
bike field with an 8.932/148.27. They 
met in the final where Stetson won, 
but due to an apparent clock malfunc- 
tion, no times or speeds were given. 











Super Mod, the new-for-1981 750cc 
"Pro Stock" class, saw Belton, MO's 
Joe Yeager qualify quickest on his 
Yamaha with a 10.659/122.61 run. 
Mike Phillips, Suzuki, was right on his 
heels with a 10.675/122.61. Frank 
Giordano and Joe Koeing — both on 
Kawasakis — completed the four-bike 
field. 


Giordano beat Yeager in the first 
round of eliminations, 11.26/111.52 
to 11.85/114.79. Phillips topped Koe- 
ing, then went on to win over Giordano 
in the final with a 10.73/121.78 ride.

The Muskegon M.C. climaxed its TT scrambles 
racing season with the hosting of the AMA 
National Championship Amateur/Youth TT 
16 Scrambles Series finale. Over 400 previously 


qualified finalists made the trip 
from all over the U.S. to race for 
glory on the natural terrain 
Bridgeton TT track. 

Two youngsters from the Northwest 
made their long trip to Michigan pay 
off with a pair of championship rides. 
Bremerton, Washington's Darell Davis 
won every race he rode on his 
Kawasaki s in Saturday's Youth Cham- 
pionship and came away with firsts in 
the 85 Stock and 85cc Modified classes 
in the 7-11 age division. 

Yamaha rider Robbie Blagg, from 
Central Point, Oregon, was the only 
other rider to garner two titles in a 
fierce weekend of racing. 

Blagg was top rider in 10000 
Schoolboy class on Saturday, and won 
the 100cc Amateur class race on 
Sunday. 

Ohioan Jess Roeder flirted with the 
possibility of two titles, claiming the 
65cc (7-11) class for his own, but fell 
one place short in the 51cc (6-8) class, 
as Larry Pegram's Yamaha saw the 
checkered flag first. 

Saturdays Youth competitors 
earned their National numbers under 
difficult track conditions as rains 
made the hard-packed corners and hill 
untractable. The Muskegon M.C. was 
forced to do much work on the track 
before racing could be concluded. 


“They really rode their little rear ends 
off," said one track official Sunday 
mórning, "until ten o'clock last night," 
he added with a smile. 

An enthusiastic crowd greeted 
Sunday's finals as nine different classes 
came to the line for championship 
honors. 

Robbie Blagg was Sunday's first 
champion taking the 100cc class wire- 
to-wire, after falling and being hit on 
the initial start which was red-flagged. 
“The fall didn't scare me or anything, 
it just hurt," said Blagg afterward 
while nursing a swollen knee. 

Rod Gillis took his Suzuki to the 
front of the 125cc final for seven laps 
before Curt Cannon and his Yamaha 
sailed by on Bridgeton's fast uphill 
jump and never looked back. "I've 
been trying to win one of these things 
for six years, and I finally did it!" said 
a jubilant Cannon. “My start was OK 
although my back wheel just kept 
spinning and I was about third 
anyway. The guys behind me were 
giving me a little push. I knew it was 
going to be tough, but I had to win it." 

Jon Bombarger suffered a similar 
fate in the 200cc event after leading 
seven laps on his Bultaco. Bill Bennett 
and Dan Stauffer skittered by, with 
Stauffers Yamaha holding the

advantage on  Bennetts Honda. 
Bennett made his move in the last 
corner before the white flag and 
claimed his Number One plate one lap 
later. 

Steve Flach and Dan Williams put 
on a show in the 500cc race battling 
for the lead while Rich Baldwin's 
Honda snuck into contention. When 
Williams' front end skidded coming 
out of a turn while leading lap seven, 
Baldwin's Honda came out of the turn 
first and held on for the win. "I kept 
coming up that hill like an old lady, 
and I could always see the edge of 
somebody's wheel out of the corner of 
my eye," said Baldwin afterward. “I 
think I had my eyes closed the last 30 
feet, coming out of that last turn to the 
(checkered) flag. I don't even care 
about my other races," the 500cc 
champ confessed. "All I know is it's 
party time!" 

Jim Setzekorn led the 360cc race on 
his Bonner Cycle Sales Bultaco until 
the race was restarted after a crash on 
the fourth lap. Tom Heid turned in an 
overpowering ride on another Bultaco 
riding from fifth to second in two laps, 
and then taking the lead one lap after 
the restart to win his class. : 

Two different recipes for 
controversy came from the 750 and 


250cc races. Californian Ron Bell led 
an otherwise all Michigan field in the 
750cc event. Ray Garrett's Triumph 
shadowed Bell's Yamaha as the speedy 
pair closed on the backmarkers. 
Garrett moved through traffic briskly 
with a surprise move on a downhill, 
leaving Bell mired in traffic and 
lacking for a line where Garrett was 
not. 


Garrett was rightfully a happy man 
afterward. "I saw Bell use that move in 
a heat race and decided to try it. It was 
tough to get traction out there. He 
(Bell) seemed to have the better line, 
so I thought my best chance was on the 
hill. I don't think he expected it. From 
where I was sitting it looked like a wall 
of motorcycles on that hill," said 
Garrett. 


The race remains under protest, 
pending a decision by the AMA. Ron 
Bell explained: "They were supposed to 
have a blue flag to get riders to move 
over for the leaders. They didn't have 
a blue flag here to use, and when I 
came around nobody moved over.” 


The 250cc race was the number one 
spectator race of the day with three 
leaders fighting for first place for the 
bulk of the race and two of them 
crashing out of first in the final two 
laps of the race. , 





Randy Bird's Yamaha jetted to the 
front of a snarling 250cc final feeling 
lots of heat from Mike Stauffer's 
Honda. Stauffer, pushing hard and 
spectacularly, went down and became 
trapped under his mount initiating a 
restart. 


Bird maintained his lead on the 
restart with Stauffer last, as Bob 
Foxall's Suzuki pressed for the lead. 
Stauffer made it a three-way battle by 
lap seven with Bird still fighting off the 
challengers. 


On lap eight things began to 
happen. Suzuki rider Foxall soared 
into the lead edging the other two on 
the hill before losing control while 
tryng to negotiate a turn on the 
following downhill. Bird survived for 
the lead, but found himself on the 
losing end of a similar move by 
Stauffer on the next lap as the 
challenger and Bird collided after the 
jump. Stauffer rolled on for the win. 
Bird remounted to finish fifth. 


"I really didn't think I could catch 
Bird when we lined up for the restart, 
but I was able to get up close to him in 
a couple of laps and from there, I 
gues we all went for it," said a 
triumphant Stauffer. His win provided 
a colorful close to a noteworthy week- 
end of racing. . pee?

Dick Mann regained the lead in the 
AMA Grand National Championship 
Series point standings, and he didn’t 
even have to get out on the track to do 
it. Following the July 31, 1971 Corona 
(CA) half mile National, Mann and 
several other riders protested the 
faulty start of one of the two semi 
races. A four-man appeal board 
upheld the protest, and awarded the 
riders in that semi points up through 
20th place in the National. Under the 
point system used at the time, Mann 
picked up 28 points for a 14th place 
finish (12 were admitted to the field in 
the actual race) and jumped ahead of 
Gene Romero to lead by six points. 
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Factory CZ rider Brad  Lackey 
returned from Europe, and showed his 
new skills at a CMC North race at 
Fremont, CA, as he took on Mark 
Blackwell and others in the Open 
Senior class. Despite a ton of 
mechanical troubles, such as a broken 
shock and a rear brake rod, Brad went 
3-2-2 to win on his rubber-dove-on- 
the-handlebars bike. Tim Hart (Mai) 
won the 250cc Senior class, and 
Bultaco-mounted Kenny Zahrt 
topped the 125cc Seniors. 


Suzuki's Roger DeCoster became 
500cc World Motocross Champion 
with a win in the final round at 
Holland. Title contender Ake Jonsson 


blew a spark plug out of the head of 
his Maico in the first moto, but came 
back to win the second for sixth 
overall. 


Warner Riley rode a nitro-burning 
1480cc Harley-Davidson Sportster with 
partial streamlining to an average 
speed of 200.298 mph at Bonneville, 
thus joining the select 200 MPH Club. 


In the annual Aqua Festival road races 
in Austin, TX, Norton-mounted Mike 
Odem was the big winner, taking both 
Open Production and Open GP titles. 
Jack O’Leary, a name more well 
known in motocross circles, was the 
500cc Production winner on an R5 
Yamaha.

celebrates 41st year

The chartered Greyhound with its vacation 
bible school cargo floated down Junction Avenue 
like a blimp in a hailstorm. Surrounded on all 
sides by motorcycles zipping past it, the occu- 


pants stared out at the mysterious 
world they had somehow stum- 
bled upon with noses pressed flat 
against the window glasss and 
eyes as big as silver dollars. Surely they 
must have thought they had reached 
the final depth, the last circle in the 
pit of hell itself, the place where the 
river Styx flowed most rapidly in its 
banks. 

But, it wasn't a guided tour of the 
Inferno. No Dante held the wheel. It 
was simply the 41st annual Black Hills 
Motorcycle Rally and Races. An 
event, which until about five years 
ago, was one of the best kept secrets in 
motorcycling. All that has changed 
now, and the rally which used to last 
only a few days, has assumed an almost 
monstrous proportion that threatens 
to topple it. 

A little history about the area and 
the event would probably help the 
reader understand what has happened 
over the years. 

First of all, the rally is held in a 
small isolated western South Dakota 
farming and ranching community of 
4,999 by the name of Sturgis. Among 
the town's claims to fame are that 
about 100 years ago General G.A. 
Custer tramped through on his way to 
a just reward and that the Star Spangled 
Banner got its start as the national 
anthem at nearby Ft. Meade. In addi- 
tion, the Sioux Indians believe the 
Black Hills area to be holy land with 
the most sacred of that land to be the 
extinct volcano known as Bear Butte 
which is just a few miles outside Sturgis. 
From the crest of Bear Butte, an hour 
walk from the base for the hardy 
hiker, you can see how the flat mid- 
western plain gives way to a gently 
rolling landscape that culminates in 
the Black Hills in general and Terry 
Peak specifically. 

On a clear day you might not see 
forever, but you will see a piece of 
several neighboring states and maybe 
all the way to Pierre if you have bino- 
culars. For the history buffs there are 
excellent, though small, museums at 
Bear Butte and at Ft. Meade that docu- 
ment much of the area’s history. Un- 
fortunately, the great majority of rally 
participants rarely visit them and leave 
the Black Hills ignorant of the land 
and its abundant heritage. 

About 40-odd years ago, before the 
Hitler war, several young bloods in 
Sturgis used to go out to the fairgrounds 
which then were outside of town and 
cut a few hot laps with their motorbikes 
or souped up Ford T's and A's. Things 
being what they are in a small town, 
people would drop by and watch and 
it got to be the "thing to do." It was 
only a matter of time before someone 
put two and two together and came up 
with a real race program. That some- 
one was J.C. “Pappy” Hoel who just 
happened to own the local Indian 
motorcycle dealership. Naturally Hoel 
didn’t do everything to get the event 
rolling, but enough that he is generally 
credited with being the founder. 

The sad thing is that few of the ap- 
proximately 42,000 visitors to this 
year's rally recognize Hoel on sight or 
realize his importance in the rally's 


history. Which may be just as well with 


Hoel because he felt at the beginning 
and still feels that the rally is secondary 
to his first love: motorcycle racing. 
Hoel has devoted his time more and 
more in the last three years to another 
project, the Whtie Plate Flat Trackers. 
'The WPFT (which the writer happens 
to be secretary of), is an organization 
dedicated to dirt track riders who 
held expert numbers prior to 1970. 
Although Hoel's name does not appear 
as.an officer in the White Plate organi- 
zation list, it is his inspiration that 
started it and his work that finally 
brought it into being. 

This year marked the second meet- 
ing for the group, and Hoel was able 
to show off his town and the new 
lighted WPFT memorial to roughly 50 
old timers, some of whom had raced at 
Sturgis in the '30s, '40s, and '50s. Thurs- 
day was White Plate day with a 
Chamber of Commerce hosted break- 
fast for the group and then an after- 
noon dedication ceremony for the 
memorial. 

The memorial itself is a six-sided 
edifice with a V-twin engined racer 
streaking along on the top. On one 
side is an introduction by AMA Execu- 
tive Director Lin Kuchler, who was 
originally slated to speak at the dedica- 
tion but was grounded by the air con- 
trollers strike. On the other sides are 
listings of racers that were nominated 
by the charter members, a memorial 
to riders who have passed away, and 
the names of those companies which 
have contributed to the construction 
of the memorial. Oddly, America's 
only motorcycle company is not a con- 
tributor although many of the names 
of the memorial rode Harleys. Several 
Japanese companies, Honda and 
Yamaha to name two, have contributed 
to the memorial, however, a small 
gesture on their part no doubt, but 
one that was appreciated as several 
speakers at the dedication ceremony 
made note of it. 

With time, the Black Hills event 
grew. Every year a few more riders, a 
few more friends they had brought 
along would show up. For a good while 
the whole rally camped out at Hoel's, 
and Mrs. Hoel served up breakfast. In 
town, the Chamber of Commerce host- 
ed a free dinner for all who came! 
That happned up until about six years 
ago. After about 1975, the numbers 
got to be too many. Why? Because the 
event got “discovered.” For that, Cycle 
News, Bob Bitchin, then of Bzker now 
of other publications, and yours truly 
must take some of the blame and some 
of the credit I feel. 

In 1974, Chuck Clayton, founder of 
the sprawling Cycle News publishing 
empire with East, Central and West 
editions. came to Sturgis and wrote 
about it. It was the first real exposure 
of the event on a national scale. At the 
time one block of Main Street was 
blocked off for motorcycles only. A 
year later, Biker was under the CN 
corporate umbrella, and Bob along 
with Injun Joe, his assistant, and my- 
self made the trek to Sturgis. 

To be blunt we were knocked out of 
our socks. We couldn't believe it! 
Coming from the hype and hustle of 
smogtown we were overcome by the 


hospitality of small town America and 


the fact that bike gang members with 
colors flying rubbed elbows with AMA 
tour club types on the street and in the 
bars and everyone got along fine. 
There was no pressure on any side to 
establish "turf" or to provoke any 
hassles. At the time there were also 
very few vendors, the event had not be- 
come big enough to attract any of the 
current wave of commercialization. The 
first of the black T-shirts with Sturgis 
silk screened in white across them had 
yet to appear. 

The biggest hassles were getting fed 
in the local cafes; there were only a few 
then, and getting people to shut off 
their bikes at a decent hour in the 
park. People actually slept in the park! 
The beginning of the all night burn 
the outhouses live sex show and party 
tilya'puke era was still a year or so 
away. After that year things changed 
rapidly. Bob wrote the event up for 
everyone under the sun, I supplied the 
photos, and things went crazy. 

The rally was born 41 years ago, but 
actually has come alive in the last five. 
Each year has been a steady growth in 
the numbers of people and in the 
number of days the thing seems to 
wear on. “Wear on” is an appropriate 
term to describe many Sturgis 
residents’ nerves as they wish for a 
return to a simpler time when the 
numbers of both people and days were 
less. Although the event had always 


_ been slated as a week long, people 


didn't really start getting into town 
until Wednesday or Thursday with the 
high point being the Sunday half mile 
races at the fairgrounds. That is no 
longer true. 

Cyclists have been arriving earlier 
each year due to several factors. Num- 
ber one is probably that they want to 
enjoy the sights before the great mass 
of people arrive. This has tended to 
lengthen the time that large numbers 
of cyclists are highly visible in the area. 
This year the influx began over a week 
before the scheduled start and by Sun- 
day, a day before the “official” start 
and two days before any event, the 
first block of Main Street had to be 
closed off to cars due to the crush of 
bikes. 

Another factor :s that the rally is 
scheduled between two other Black 
Hills events that attract people from 
across the Mid-west. The first is an af- 
fair called Days of '76 in nearby Dead- 
wood, the second is the central states 
fair in Rapid City. “The Days" are 
basically a three day western 
celebration of Deadwood's past with 
homage paid to the gold miners, gam- 
blers, saddle tramps, prostitutes and 
gunfighters that made up most of 
Deadwood's early population. Dead- 
wood is where Potato Creek Johnny, 
gold finder of legend, Wild Bill 
Hickok, of wild west fame, and 
Calamity Jane, a woman of interesting 
reputation tosay the least, all found 
their final place on earth. About six 
feet of it on the side of a steep hill 
known as Mount Moriah. 

Despite its international reputation, 
which it cultivates for tourism, as a 
brawling wide open western town (the 
state closed the local bordellos within 
the last year and if you want to gamble 
you don't have to look far), Deadwood 
has always been somewhat nervous 
about the bikers that its outlaw reputa- 
tion attracts. Many of the outlaw 
bikers would take the opportunity of 
getting two for one and go to the Days 
of '76 on the weekend that preceeded 
the rally and stay over for at least the 
first few days of the Sturgis event. 


This year, Deadwood decided to do 


something about their biker clientel. 
They all but banned anything on two 
wheels from the streets! New city or- 
dinances made it illegal to park down- 
town except for two.designated park- 
ing areas, one just coming into the 
business district and another at the 
courthouse which was several blocks 
away from the main entertainment 
section. Even if a cyclist parked his 
bike in the designated area his troubles 
weren't over. To get into any of the 
watering spots he had to pass an in- 
spection of sorts. That is, if the man at 
the door determined that his chrome 
plated chain belt with silver buckle 
was a lethal weapon or that his watch 
band had a few too many spikes on it, 
then he was not admitted. The fines 
were $100 plus towing fee. 

Several local motorcycle groups tried 
to fight the ordinances, but had 
trouble getting an attorney that 
wanted to become involved. The AMA 
was contacted but nixed any action 
because the city had provided specific 
motorcycle parking areas. More than a 
few people were afraid that the or- 
dinances would provoke a confronta- 
tion between bike gangs and local 
authorities. 

As it turned out the Deadwood ordi- 
nances were the best thing that could 
have happened..... for Sturgis and 
other Black Hills communities. Bikers 
passed the word to boycott the town 
and signs and bumper stickers suddenly 
appeared asking everyone to avoid any 
hassles and leave Deadwood alone. 
Thursday afternoon a loosely organized 
protest run was held from Sturgis to 
Deadwood with a police escort. Be- 
tween 200 and 300 bikes passed 
through Deadwood and out again in a 
show of solidarity. 

Having had the welcome mat jerked 
out from under them, the majority of 
cyclists garnered generally favorable 
reactions in other hills towns. Spear- 
fish, which competes with Deadwood 
for tourist dollars, was especially pleased 
with the additional business. In Belle 
Fourche, which hosted the AMA/Drag- 
bike! Bikernationals, an unofficial part 
of the rally for the last two years, over 
3,000 fans turned out for the first day 
of racing at Black Hills Dragway. 

And in Sturgis, conservative 
estimates placed the additional 
business to the community at $1.5 
million. It appeared that few Sturgis 
businesses or residents were going to 
let a good opportunity to make money 
get away. 


On Main Street, Junction Avenue 
and Lazelle, the three major traffic 
arteries, signs were placed in windows, 
on fences, in lawns and driveways, 
advertising rental spots for vendors. 
Young boys held up signs along the 
street proclaiming a wash and wax job 
for $3.75. Service stations suddenly 
sprouted new enterprises on their con- 
crete aprons, with everything from 
rally souvenirs to "Harley Dawgs" on 
sale. 

In fact, if someone arrived in Sturgis 
without any idea of what motorcycling 
was about, within the space of time it 
would take him to walk one block of 
Main Street he could have been com- 
pletely outfitted in a biker lifestyle out- 
fit complete with leather pants, and 
vest, a black rally T-shirt, hundreds of 
cycle pins and patches, a 
commemorative buckle, belt, and 
ring, even a choice of tattoos. If he 
possessed cubic money he probably 
could have left his one block sorty 
astride a custom bike with a hand- 
some female in tow. 

The commercial side of the rally is a 
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This Harley rider came packed and 


ready for anything. 











big one, but the charity side is grow- 
ing fast. The Senior Citizens Center 
served breakfast every morning during 
the event as do several churches. The 
morning I stopped in the Senior Cits 
had already served over 600 cyclists. 
Outside, the Hillbilly Band was enter- 
taining the cyclists with a few musical 
numbers on the washtub, kazoo and 
accordion. The Lions Club sold tickets 
on three Yamahoppers to raise money 
for their sight program and the band 
and choir of Brown High raised 
enough money with a Chevette to pay 
for their trip to the San Diego Music 
Festival. The Cub Scouts pulled down 
over a $1,000 for their projects with an 
intensive clean up and can recycling 
drive at the race tracks and the city 
park. The scouts would have raised 
much more had not some greedy local 
adults rushed into the park first thing 
Sunday morning and scooped up five 
truck loads of beer and pop cans. 


For days after the end of the rally 
local residents armed with metal 
detectors could be seen silently trolling 
their way through the city park picking 
up loose money, jewelry, tools, any- 
thing with a metal content. On Main 
Street a high school teacher charged 
50¢ to take pictures from the top of his 
ladder. 


If you have read this far about Sturgis 
you are probably wondering where the 
race coverage is. For that I refer you to 
the results section which is probably 
printed in the back of this issue. The 
reason being the races get a short sheet 
is simple. They are the least important 
aspect of the Black Hills Rally. 
Although race attendance was up this 
year (even with the bad weather that 
caused schedules to be juggled around 
and the Saturday half mile to be run 
Sunday morning), the races or the hill- 
climb never attract the numbers one 
would think, or that the promoters, 
the Jackpine Gypsies and the Black 
Hills Motor Classic board, would need 
for a real first class show. 


There has been talk for several years 
of trying to get, at the least, a national 
short track race during the rally. But 
the cost of promotion and sanctioning 
such an event is simply prohibitive. The 
races are really caught in an economic 
squeeze. Sturgis is far away from any 
major dirt track centers. Although it 
has a superb short track and an 
adequate half mile, the tracks are used 
less than a dozen times throughout the 
year and the crowds have been terrible 
for any events other than those during 
Classic week. 

Oddly, although Sturgis has an 
active group of stock car racers it has 
only one or two motorcycle racers and 
they are primarily motocross riders. 
The cost to racers in traveling money 
has grown by leaps and bounds in the 
last few years to the point where it is 
almost worthless for them to come to 
Sturgis. That is unless they are able to 
dominate the week's events like Mickey 
Fay and Jeff Haney did last year and 
Pete Hames of Simi Valley, CA did 
this year in the Amateur and Novice 
races. Honda, which has supported 
the Sturgis races solidly for several 
years with its team and has attracted 
quality riders to compete against it to 
Sturgis, passed up the Black Hills week 
this year due to heavy commitments in 
its road race and dirt track programs. 
They were missed. 

The race program that is really tak- 
ing off at the rally is the AMA/Dragbike! 
Bikernationals, now in its second year 
at Black Hills Dragway in Belle 
Fourche, 30 miles from Sturgis. After 
riding up and down Main Street all 
week, the Bikernationals give cyclists a 
chance to do legal burn outs and 
holeshots with the possibility of taking 
home a trophy. Several class winners 
only had to make one pass to gather up 
an impressive dust collector for the 
mantel piece, or more likely, the 
corner of a garage. Unfortunately, rain 
forced the cancellation of the Saturday 
night finals until Sunday afternoon 
and nobody stays around that long as 


they have to get on the road for work 
Monday morning. Even so, over 1,500 
fans showed up for the rained out and 
rescheduled races. That's 1,500 fans 
that could have stayed in Sturgis at the 
half mile races, but more and more 
bikers are attracted to the drag races 
instead of the ovals. 

The popularity of drag racing can 
be seen in the number of signs that ap- 
peared in front of bars on Main Street 
asking riders to "Lightem Up,” 
"Smoke 'em," or "Hole Shot." Action in 
the city park was not so much sex, 
drugs and rock and roll, as in years 
previous, but in watching the 
impromptu drag races that went on. 
At any time the “races” were going, a 
crowd of several hundred would line 
the road going through the campsites. 
The possibility for disaster in the park 
was evident as several minor and at 
least one major accident occurred 
which required the use of an 
ambulance and police cars. Next year 
will probably find the road going 
through the park criss-crossed with 
speed bumps to prevent any further 
racing. 

The park and the goings on in it 
during the week could very well deter- 
mine the fate of the Black Hills Motor- 
cycle Rally and Races. Although in- 
cidents of public nudity, sex acts both 
individually and in groups, the firing 
of guns or the recreational use of dyna- 
mite at two in the ayem, were less than 
last year, the park and its inhabitants 
remain a slowly growing cancer that 
will not go away. 

After last year’s incidents, which 
were widely publicized by some 
“chopper” type publications, the Stur- 
gis City Council with the advice of the 
Black Hills Classic board, passed several 
ordinances. One was a public decency 
law which came as close as anyone can 
these days to banning public nudity. 
In the park itself all four wheel 
vehicles were required to park on the 
far side of Bear Butte Creek, well away 
from local eyes and in the wooded area 
of the park. The reason for this was 
that all the exhibitionists used the tops 
of vans, trucks, motor homes, old 
school buses, cars, whatever, as a stage 
to attract viewers. This year, if you 
wanted to see the free shows you at 
least had to go looking for them, 


What was new this year was the 
growth of the number of T-shirts that 
locals found offensive and the number 
of sign painters imploring every female 
to display herself. One was even 
brazen enough to set up a huge sign in 
a neighborhood. On the road to 
Deadwood the sign paints were es- 
pecially active which is most unfortu- 
nate as some of the most powerful and 
vocal residents live in Boulder Canyon 
or have membership in the Boulder 
Canyon Country Club. In any case 
they couldn’t help but see what was 
going on. 

This is an unfortunate situation be- 
cause not only are some of the canyon's 
residents highly regarded locally, but 
carry considerable weight on a state 
level politically, and a few are not 
strangers to the Reagan administration 
either politically or personally. The fall- 
out from the actions of a few may be a 
while in coming, but the effect could 
be much more widespread and damag- 
ing than the sign painters could ever 
imagine. 

Not to put too fine a point on the 
issue, but the things that most offend 
residents have to do with the human 
body. If outsiders would use a bit of 
common sense and a thimble full of 
discretion, the Black Hills Rally would 
be assured of being a yearly event from 
now until the end of time. 

It is widely held among residents 
that whatever trouble comes to the 
event will come from the city park. 
Despite the apparent good fortune the 


--event- brings to the residents, visitors 


should forget the idea that locals will 
tolerate anything as long as they make 
money. Outsiders never take into 
account that the money from the event 
comes in only one week of the year and 
the other 51 might be spent defending 
the money from critical neighbors, 
relatives, competitors, or even from 
people who simply think the thing has 
gone on too long. 


Most rally visitors come from large 
metropolitan areas and have very little 
idea of the enormous peer pressure 
that can be put on someone by his 
fellow citizens. A case in point is the 
local theater, the Scoop City Cinema, 
which for the last two years or more 
had been undergoing continual re- 
modeling and updating of its program 
by the independent theater owner and 
managers. All of this was at steadily 
rising costs, competition from theater 
chains and interest rates, but they kept 
trying. To try and boost income they 
leased the theater lobby out to a vendor 
last year which had as one of its attrac- 
tions a body painter. 

This year the theater closed its doors 
for good due in no small part the 
manager felt because he had rented to 
someone who offended local standards. 
The pressure on him was subtle, fewer 
residents patronized the theater, and 
not so subtle, he was verbally attacked 
in public by a city councilman among 
others. The theater has since been re- 
modeled into a roller skating rink. It 
was rented out again this year 
primarily because of the heavy expenses 
incurred by the remodeling and by the 
fact that, although not open, expenses 
continued, What outsiders never think 
about is the trouble they cause the 
supporters of the event who constantly 
have to battle criticisms. 

To be perfectly honest, Sturgis 
really has very little to offer anyone ac- 
customed to the broad spectrum of 
entertainment available in any reason- 
ably sized city. Rapid City has far 
more to offer the visitor than any place 
else in the Black Hills. The only at- 
tractions in Sturgis, other than getting 
out of town for a nice long ride 
through the hills, a cool brew in a bar, 
is the Main Street motorcycle show. 


If you really like motorcycles, and 
especially if you count yourself among 
the die-hard Harley and nothing else 
fan club, then Main Street is reason 
enough to come to the rally. At one 
time or another you can see an ex- 
ample of just about every motorcycle 
that has ever rolled on wheels. 

Among some of the bikes this year 
was a hard tail SR 500 chopper that 
actually didn't look as bad as it 
sounds; a 10-wheel trike powered by a 
302 c.i. Ford that featured a pop up 
camper; a Rudge single cylinder racer; 
an Indian Four in showroom condi- 
tion; two 1926 Harley-Davidsons with 
sidecars, one of which was a Flxi; a 
stone stock Honda 305 Dream; Trident 
Hurricanes; Ariel Square Fours; all 
manner of Milwaukee V-twins; two 
water-cooled Yamahas from Canada; 
a Mike Hailwood Replica Ducati 900; 
a brace of Moto-Guzzi Le Mans 
models that displayed more than stock 
equipment; a newly minted Moto- 
Guzzi 500 Monza; V-8 engined trikes 
and cycles; a turbo-charged trike de- 
signed by an  astrophysicist; a 
scattering of turbo bikes; a Norton 
Atlas with a chrome plated race 
frame; lots and lots of Harley Classics; 
lots and lots of Honda Gold Wings 
with the Interstate package; an almost 
complete lack of dirt bikes; and, good 
grief, that was just one pass down 
Main Street! 

Yes, if you love motorcycles you 
really should make it to Sturgis at least 
once before the geeks and greaseballs 
get the show shut down. Just remember 
to stay mellow, don't be holding any- 
thing and keep your clothes on. You'll 
still have a good time. e.

Hakan Carlqvist won the overall victory at 
Namur with second and third place moto fin- 
ishes, but Andre Malherbe, the expected favor- 
ite, took a fifth and first to regain his lead in the 


World Championship standings 
by 10 points. 

The Saturday rain made the 
track slippery and, as always at 
Namur, dangerous. On Sunday the 
rain held off. In timed training, 
"Carla" put in the fastest time. Noyce 
thought his time was good enough for 
fourth position, but when the official 
times were released, "Rolls Noyce" 


found himself credited with 16th.

After protests which resulted in 
failure, the first moto got underway 
with the Suzuki duo of Brad Lackey 
and Jean-Jacques Bruno out front. 
Chasing them into the woods for the 


first time was Yamaha's Andre 
Vromans, KTM’s Gerard Rond and 
Noyce. 


The completion of the first lap gave 
the Suzuki teamsters a slight advant- 
age over Vromans with Noyce chal- 
lenging Rond. The Dutch Champion 
to the ex-World ` 


Champion. Three laps had gone when 
Bruno took over from teammate 
Lackey. Noyce continued to chase 
Vromans while Carlqvist, who had 
started in ninth position, had moved 
into fifth place. Rond was holding 
back Malherbe who had climbed from 
10th at the start. The present World 
Champion managed to squeeze past 
the KTM factory rider, though one lap 
later Malherbe was having problems, 
and a pit stop was needed to release a 
jammed footpeg. He set off again 
losing one position, and that was to 
Rond. Once again, the Belgian had 
great difficulty passing the Dutchman 
but with four laps to the flag he 
slipped past. 

Lackey was also experiencing 
difficulties and a drop from second to 
finish 15th came after trying to avoid 
two fallen backmarkers. The 
Californian caught his footpeg on one 
of the downed machines, and the 
result was a snapped-off peg. 

French Champion Bruno went on to 
win from Carlqvist who had fought 
hard to pass Noyce and Vromans. 
Malherbe came in fifth behind Noyce, 
but the present world leader had 
pulled out another two-point 
advantage. 

Once again, in the second moto, 
Lackey and Bruno were out in front. 
In pursuit was Carlqvist and Vromans. 
Noyce completed the first lap in 
seventh, and Malherbe was ninth. 
Four laps out, Bruno took a dive into 
the Belgian dirt after the rear shock 
jammed sending the Frenchman flying 


into the crowd. Bruno was unable to 
re-start and lost 12 valuable points. 
On the same lap, Noyce slid into 
fourth behind Vromans. 

One lap later, (Carlqvist hit 
problems after a rock struck his visor 
knocking it across the Swede's eyes; he 
tried to pull off his goggles and visor 
but crashed into the bushes doing so. 
Carla restarted minus visor and 
goggles and soon pulled back lost 
ground. 

Noyce had moved into third only to 
slide off letting teammate Malherbe 
through. Then disaster struck for 
Noyce. When trying to find better 
traction but choosing the wrong line, 
the former World Champ was flicked 
off his Honda and ended up in the 
crowd. Noyce collected a twisted knee 
as he fell and crawled back to the 
damaged Honda where he remained 
the few laps of the race. 

Malherbe was third, and he 
demoted both Lackey and Vromans 
(who had already passed the Yank 
several laps before). Brad was also to 
lose one more place to Carlqvist. ə

Included with the press release first 
sent out were two plastic samples, one 
representing what “is typical of virtually 
all goggle lenses being made today,” 
and a Carbonite® coated lens. Steel 
wool provided as a test scratched one 
lens but not the other. We took the 
steel wool and tried it on the front of a 
pair of Jones Pro Goggles. Not a scratch. 

Looking through Jones Goggles is 
great — like looking through a brand 
new, sparkling clean window. No dis- 
tortion is evident at all. And they keep 
on looking that way. Washing with a 
soft sponge and water had them good 
as new after a couple of hundred 
miles. Be careful washing the inside; 
the scratch-resistant coating is applied 
only to the front. 

My beef with these goggles wasn't 
with the lens at all, but rather with the 
frame. It's comfortable to wear, but 
the frame doesn't angle out away from 
the eyes very much and thus reduces 
peripheral vision, especially in compari- 
son to a pair of Scott goggles that I had 
been using. 

If Jones takes the lens they're using 
now and opens up the frame away 
from the eyes a bit more, they'll have a 
winner.

Yamaha RD350H 
The LC, a cult fantasy come true

There exists in American today a cult of sorts. 
While posing no threat to society really, its 
members nonetheless cling fiercely to one creed 
— keeping the two-stroke street racer alive. In 


years past, there have been more 
than a few bikes which would 
qualify. But with the demise of 
the breed on today’s market, 
thanks to ever-tightening EPA restric- 
tions, cult members look longingly to 
foreign shores where some examples 
still thrive. 

Probably the largest branch of this 
cult is comprised of Yamaha twin en- 
thusiasts, the RD freaks. Yamaha's 
Daytona Special, the RD400F, was the 
last real street legal ring-ding psuedo- 
racer available on these vapor- 
recovered, catalytic-converted shores. 
It was the last bike made for the U.S. 
market on which you could emulate 
the scores of racers aboard their 
eminently successful TZs. Sigh. 

To make matters worse, Yamaha 
last year introduced the RD350LC, 
though only to foreign markets. A 
water-cooled, monoshock twin, it 
looked enticingly like a TZ in street- 
able guise. America's RD freaks felt 
like men stranded on a desert island 
while a luxury liner cruised past, obli- 
vious to their anguished screams. 

The situation did not change for 
'81, and it doesn't appear likely to 
change in '82. However, a few RDs are 
being brought into this country and 
after being able to spend some time in 
the saddle of the '81 model — the 
RD350H — we can give you our impres- 
sion of the bike. 


28 Visually, the latest RD is a pretty 
bi 


ke. Its generously proportioned (de- 


ceivingly large due to the location of 
the short monoshock and the airbox) 
3.52 imperial gallon fuel tank, and the 
plastic side panels and tail piece are 
white with two-tone blue stripes that 
sweep graceful, flowing lines. The low 
bars, frame and majority of the engine 
unit are racer black, projecting sim- 
plicity and business. 

The wheels are of the swirl-spoked 
mag variety found on some of the 
other models in Yamaha's line such as 
the Virago and Maxim. Dual disc 
brakes are utilized in front while a 
drum is fitted to the rear end. 

Below the steering head sits a black 
plastic shroud that covers the radiator. 
A large looking unit, it never got in the 
way of anything, seems fairly well pro- 
tected and does a good job of keeping 
the engine cool. 

The large quartz-halogen headlight 
throws a bright, sharply defined beam 
that quite adequately illuminates the 
once darkened path ahead. A pair of 
horns sit beneath the self-canceling turn 
signals on the forks, but they seem to 
be a bit on the meek side. 

There are no trick gauges or com- 
puter check panels like on the 750 
Secas. In fact, the instruments look 
like ones off older model RDs, except 
the speedo and odometer are marked 
in kilometers, and there is a water 
temp gauge at the bottom of the tach 
face. The black levers have dog-leg 
bends making them easy to use, and 
the grips are okay. 

Actually when it comes to trick 


gismos and fancy doo-dads, the 
RD350H is rather spartan, which is 
understandable considering its race 
bike image. Besides, anyone who buys 
this bike will be doing so for its perfor- 
mance, not its accoutrements. 

Though no electric starter is fitted 
(ever heard of an electric starter on 
King Kenny's YZRs?), starting is quickly 
and easily accomplished. It is necessary 
to fold the right foot peg up, but a 
couple of prods on the kick lever are 
sufficient to get things going. When 
the engine is cold, you have to pull out 
the choke knob of the left side 26mm 
Mikuni; it can be pushed back in after 
a few moments. 

The bike is ready to ride away al- 
most immediately, but tends to smoke 
a bit and rev reluctantly for about five 
minutes. It takes a few miles more 
before the coolant temperature comes 
up, too, and the needle swings up to 
indicate normal operating temperature. 

Instantly notice is the sporting crouch 
produced by the low bars and rear-set 
pegs. It's a pleasant change from the 
cruiser-style stance so many bikes force 
you into nowadays, and due to the 
bike's light weight (a claimed 315 
pounds dry) only rarely will your 
forearms tire from muscling through 
heavy traffic. 

Out in the twisties, the seating posi- 
tion is just right. The seat itself is com- 
fortable enough and easy to move 
around on while all controls are readily 
accessible and easy to use. 

Handling has to be the RD's strong- 
est point. The ease with which it can 
be pitched into a corner will put a grin 
on your face in no time. With the 
extra dose of confidence it gives, you 
soon find yourself going faster, more 
easily, than ever. 

There are no little twitches or un- 
usual behavior exhibited, though we 
never encountered any rough pavement. 
Steering is quite light but simultaneous- 


ly precise. The RD is always easy to 
control in corners; it does exactly what 
you want it to, not vice versa. It 
possesses excellent ground clearance, 
and with its inherent narrowness, noth- 
ing drags unexpectedly in corners. 

Both ends of the motorcycle seemed 
to stick fairly well for stock rubber 
(Yokohamas front and rear, 3.00 x 18 
Y-986 and 3.50 x 18 Y-987 respectively). 
When pushing it hard in turns, how- 
ever, the front end had a tendency to 
start slipping away. Better tires would 
be one of the first modifications we'd 
make to the RD, but due to the narrow- 
ness of the rims (1.85 inches, or WM- 
2, both front and rear) and the limited 
space inside the front fender, about 
the widest skins advisable would be 
3:50s in front and maybe a 4.10 in 
back. 

For a sport-type bike, the RD's sus- 
pension is pretty compliant. Rear end 
irregularities are ably handled by a 
surprisingly short nitrogen-filled mono- 
shock unit. It is only adjustable for 
preload (five settings) and seemed to 
work fine as delivered (on setting two). 
No reservoir is provided. 

The forks don't match the standards 
set by the back. For freeway cruising 
or something equally sedate, they're 
nice and soft. Start playing racer, 
though, and shortcomings appear. 

First of all, under heavy braking, or 
any braking really, the softness of the 
springs allows the front end to dive an 
inordinate amount. . . the entire length 
of travel! 

Secondly, there is either too much 
seal friction or too much preload (or 
both) in the first inch of travel. As a 
result, when accelerating hard out of 
rippled corners, the front tire wants to 
skip around slightly instead of main- 
taining firm and steady contact with 
the tarmac. A more progressively 
wound spring would seem to be in 
order.

Finally, the 32mm diameter of the 
fork legs gives you second thought, es- 
pecially if you’re used to seeing the 
massive 40 + mm tubes on motocrossers. 
While we didn’t run into any prob- 
lems, though, someone who really 
pushes the RD to the limits might find 
that the forks flex. (The fork diameter 
on the RD400F was 35mm.) . 

Braking is first rate. With dual discs 
doing duty up front, it could be nothing 
else. No matter how fast the bike is 
speeding along, two fingers are all that 
are ever needed to quickly slow things 
down. The discs offer very good feel 
and never faded. They make the drum 
brake in back almost a decorative after- 
thought because it's seldom needed. 
Though we only rode in rain a short 
time, the brakes didn't seem to be 
greatly affected by it. 

The heart of the bike, the main rea- 
son that RD freaks get glassy-eyed and 
drool uncontrollably when someone 
mentions "LC," is the liquid-cooled 
engine. Besides looking like a TZ 
power unit, it bolsters the racer in your 
mind's eye by running similarly. 

When the tach needle indicates any- 
thing below 6000 rpm, the motor 
tends to shake in its rubber mounts, 
but it will pull cleanly if not quickly. 
There is no Power Valve system, but 
with the smallish carbs and reed valves 
plus a balance tube running between 
the two intake tracts, no blubbering or 
loading up occurs. Images in the 
mirrors remain burred at all rpm's, 
though. 

Once past six, the engine shrieks 
(quietly, the expansion chamber-styled 
pipes are surprisingly silent) rapidly to 
redline at 9500 rpm. Power falls off 
just after 9000, but the close-ratio six- 
speed tranny generally provides the 


right gear for almost any situation. 
First gear is tall and necessitates clutch 
slipping to get underway, though. 

Under normal running, the tempera- 
ture gauge runs in the middle, indi- 
cating about 70° C. When run hard, it 
creeps up a bit more to around 85 or 
90°. Its red zone is at 110°, and we ran 
a 50/50 mix of anti-freeze and water. 
Thanks to the water-cooling — with 
resultant tighter internal engine toler- 
ances and no cooling fins — engine 
noise is minimal. At no time did any 
noticeable power loss occur. 

In addition to being consistent, the 
engine's power output is plentiful. 
Sessions of spirited riding leave you 
imagining yourself to be a young 
Kenny Roberts aboard his 350cc twin 
when he was learning the trade from 
Kel Carruthers. As long as it's kept on 
the pipe, 400s are easy to stay with. 
The RD even holds its own with 550s 
out of corners, but they will blow by on 
a long straight. Top speed is some- 
where between 110 and 115 mph. Of 
course, the price of this performance is 
economy, and the RD averaged a 
guestimated 40-45 mpg overall. 

It's a shame that the two-stroke street 
bike has gone the way of 70 mph speed 
limits and 50€ a gallon gasoline be- 
cause the RD350H does have a po- 
tential market here, if the number of 
those eager and curious souls who 
stopped us to ask about it is any 
indication. 

While it is possible to bring the bike 
into EPA compliance privately, accord- 
ing to the December 1980 issue of 
Cycle Guide, doing so simply to be 
able to run back and forth to work 
would be a shameful waste of the 
bike's true nature. The RD belongs on 
fast canyon runs or the race track. 


True, technologically, it's not the 
latest, but that's beside the point; the 
exhilaration felt when putting the

The lights and sights of the L.A. area were fine, 
but being a country boy at heart, a California 
mountain ride sounded just like the thing to do 
on a Sunday afternoon. Vintage race promoter 


Mike Lewis and friend Chris 
Christensen were to be my guides, 
taking me and my CBX to the 
Topanga Canyon area on the 
Rock Store run. 

I was anticipatory of what was in 
store. I had been warned to prepare 
myself for a cruise into no man's land 
where only the strongest would sur- 
vive, and where sometimes even the 
strongest succumbed to the circum- 
stances. From what I had gathered 
from cyclist friends in the area, kami- 
kaze riders donning only shorts and 
sandals running at 100 mph were com- 
mon on a Sunday afternoon Rock 
Store run, pseudo-racers who sometimes 


couldn't cope with the course. "Oh 
yeah, a guy gets dusted up there every 
couple of weeks," one rider told me. 

Whatever the chain of events would 
be I was intent on a ride, so I began 
my trek across the series of highways 
which took me to Lewis home. The 
intensity and compression of LA soon 
gave way to the nies and beauty 
of the Topanga Canyon area, and we 
were soon on Mulholland Drive near- 
ing the start of the run. 


We arrived at the Rock Store at 10 
a.m. A soda was in order, so we went 
inside the stone structure to get one. 
One would think he/she was inside any 
normal corner market, except for the 


many photos enfraned on the wall of 
movie stars who have visited the site. 
The store has been used for a Trapper 
John M.D. television segment, and 
also for a recent milk commercial. 

We purchased our refreshments, and 
on the way out the cashier was engaged 
in a conversation that heightened my 
expectations of the ride to come. 
"Yup, there'll always be that two or 
three percent that'll kill themselves," 
said the cashier. Kill themselves, may- 
be. Kill me too? I sure as hell hoped not. 

We went outside, found a seat on a 
log in the small but shady area next to 
the store, and watched things start to 
happen. Bikes started rolling in, first a 
few pairs at a time and then by the 
dozens. The gathering seemed to re- 
pa a mini Sturgis (South Dakota 

ike rally), offering every sort of rider 
conceivable — the “dirty shirt” chop- 
per rider, “Johnny Road Race” frus- 
trated type in leathers on horsepower: 
reeking superbikes, touring riders on 
dressed-out bikes, sidecar-equipped 
rigs and owners, and a few guys nurs- 
ing just one more season out of their 
gas-dripping, paint-fading, rubber- 
needing mounts. 

Yes, there were a share of crazies 
heading out from the store. Oneup- 
manship was the rule for many as 
groups of cronies pulled out to head 
up the road, each stirring their shifter 


as quickly as their motor would allow 
to edge the others up the hill. No 
police were patroling the area so it was 
free flight for all. At night the street 
rod cars rule the turf. 

Our drinks were gone, and it was 
time to head up the lane for a peek. 
The road itself was a pleasure, round- 
ing curves taking you up one crest and 
down through the next. Good pave- 
ment with slight patches of sand and 
debris kept your guard up. It brought 
out what little road race blood my 
body contains, and I was matching 
myself against the terrain. 

It wasn't a bike which got in my way 
after all the forewarnings — it was a 
truck. Through one of the tight (and 
blind) turns a mini truck came into 
our lane, trying to get around a pair of 
bikes. Lewis and I edged over and let 
the pickup pilot past. After that we 
checked out some of the overlooks — 
very scenic, but also very sheer in the 
drop-off department if you were to be 
run to the edge in one of those 
sections. 

Well, it was worth the experience 
but really not worth the ride. Maybe 
some other time during a weekday 
when a tranquil setting displaces the 
drone of headers charging up the 
thoroughfare...Oh well, I got to ride 
— Beverly Hills on the way back 
to Long Beach. e. 








Triumph Twins & Triples

Did the 1967 Triumph Trophy 
have long or “shorty” mufflers? 
Was it aquamarine green or 
scarlet? The answers to those 
questions and hundreds more regard- 
ing Triumph twin and triple-cylinder 
motorcycles are contained in Triumph 
Twins & Triples. 

Profusely illustrated, the book 
provides a complete rundown on every 
Triumph twin or triple from 1937 on. 
1937 was the year that Edward Turner 
designed what became the definitive 
four-stroke vertical twin and as author 
Roy Bacon puts it, “...every subse- 
quent engine with two upright 
cylinders owes something to the 
Triumph for at-least a part of its 
ancestry." Triumph manufactured a 
twin back in 1913, but it was Turner's 
engine that was the first to be built in 
large numbers. 

While the chapters detailing the 
yearly changes are interesting, the 
meat of the book is contained in the 
appendices which provide detailed 
specs, colors, engine and frame 
numbers, model recognition points, 
production flow charts, carburetor 
settings and original prices. 

The first two questions we posed at 
the beginning of this review were 
answered incorrectly by a local 
Triumph "expert." A friend who was 
restoring a 1967 Tiger was about to 
purchase “shorty” mufflers and have 
the bike painted scarlet. Triumph 
Twins € Triples answered the 
questions correctly and our friend is 
now well on his way to owning a 
correctly restored Triumph. If you're 
restoring a Triumph or are one of the 
thousands of motorcyclists who have a 
love affair with the British marque, 
the book is priceless.

A pair of aces, three wheels and a Four — 
The Lind/Hart sidecar effort

The Elkhart-winning sidecar team of Bruce 
Lind/Jack Hart almost ended their joint 
career minutes into their first race on their 
TZ750-powered outfit. Sitting trackside at 


Seattle International Raceway af- 
ter a fruitful test session (about 
a month prior to the Elkhart Na- 
tional), they could almost joke 
about it. 

"It may have been over-exhuberance 
on my part," mused pilot Bruce Lind. 
“...Orit may have been the wrong tire 
pressures," added  owner/passenger 
Hart. At any rate, early in a 1979 
Portland club race meet, the two got 
sideways, went off the pavement, then 
caught a wheel on the road edge 
coming back on. That shock lurched 
them into a pole vault flip. Corner 
workers later related that the rig went 
over their heads at an altitude of about 
eight feet, inverted, with the crew still 
in a racing tuck! 

On impact, Bruce Lind's Bell Star 
took the bruntofit, splitting in two 
places over the temples, sacrificing it- 
self to save Bruce's head. The crash 
broke Hart's back, and doctors later 
told him one-eighth inch over and he'd 
have been paralyzed from the waist 
down: “I didn't need to-hear that... ,” 
said Hart. 

As for Lind, he escaped major head 
trauma but sustained a lingering con- 
cussion. “For two weeks I couldn't feel 
the ends of my fingers.” Then he 
grinned, “But I never missed a day at 
Boeing.” We all giggled on that one. 
(You gotta’ work at the Big B to under- 
stand the joke.) 

The sidecar itself was worse off. No 
longer were all three wheels in the 
same plane. Everything was warped; 
with two wheels on the ground, the 
third wheel hung at a crazy angle some 


three inches in the air. 

Nothing to do now but turn the 
whole horrible mess over to frame spe- 
cialist Dick (Wasco) Wascher. It took 
him a week and a half just staring at it 
before deciding how to fix it. (“... be- 
cause I'm slow...," said Wascher.) He 
finally admitted he didn't like the way 
it was before it got bent. So, as he 
straightened it, he redesigned the 
chassis as though he were building it 
himself. He made the entire frame 
more rigid, stiffened the third wheel 
links, cranked in a degree of extra toe- 
in and added about four pounds of 
extra metal. 


Said Hart, "It must have worked, 
because one month later we won 
Laguna and three weeks after that we 
won Pocono. We still run a restrictor; 
others don't. Apparently we're getting 
horsepower to the ground." 


Tracing how their success evolved 
from near-ultimate disaster, one can 
begin to appreciate the cost, complexity 
and effort it takes to field a champion- 
ship-class road racing sidecar. Cana- 
dian-born Hart has owned a number 
of rigs, gaining track experience in 
Canada, Europe and the U.S. He sold 
a Kawasaki-powered outfit shortly be- 
fore hooking up with Lind. Bruce, a 
solo rider with substantial roadracing 
background, had been itching to try 
sidehacks but on one condition — that 
the machine be powered by a TZ750 
Four. As to chassis, the pair decided 
on one major specification: the best 
available at the time. 

After considerable shopping, their 
choice was a British-built Windle chas- 


sis evolved for World Championship 
competition. The bare-bones price tag 
on such a rig runs $4,000. For that, 
you get the multi-tube frame, three 
rims (no tires), brakes (five of them), 
engine cowl, front fairing and third 
wheel cover. Engine, fuel tank, tires, 
plumbing, passenger platform and all- 
important handholds are all up to the 
individual buyer. ӱ 

The pair stripped the needed engine/ 
cooling system/powertrain parts off a 
TZ750 solo, then sold the rolling chassis 
to a customizer who wanted to put a 
four-stroke ir it. (Honest.) Total cost 
ran over $8400. “It took us four 
months to put it together, and one and 
a half minutes to destroy it,” mused 
Hart. : 

Since из rebuild, the outfit has won 
every race it has finished. Of those it 
DNF, overheating has been the major 
culprit, leading to cracked’ blocks and 
other damage. This is one of the 
common hitches to sidecar road racing 
with a water-cooled rig. All too often, 
a cooling system designed for a solo 
bike is not adequate for the heat loads 
imposed by pulling a 600-plus pound 
sidecar/crew combination. By increas- 
ing tank capacity and adjusting flow 
rates, Lind and Hart are approaching 
a reliable solution. 

Although weight may penalize a 
sidecar's acceleration and top speed 
performance, its tire area and overall 
low stance enhance its cornering and 
braking. The Lind/Hart machiné fol- 
lows European practice in the brake 
department. There are five disc brakes 
total — three on the front wheel, one 
each on the drive wheel and third 
wheel. One of the three front brakes is 
worked by the handlebar brake lever, 
per European rules. The other four 
are slaved together to the rear brake 
pedal. The results are savage in exe- 
cution. 

"One thing I like about piloting a 
sidecar is that I can do things I always 
wanted to do on a solo but couldn't — 
things like getting sideways and back- 


ing into corners on pavement." Accord- 
ing to passenger Hart (who abhors the 
term “monkey”), Bruce pilots the rig 
as he would his solo — going deep into 
corners, braking fiercely, rolling hard 
on the throttle with little or no transi- 
tion. Hart wears an assortment of 
soccer guards on arms and legs alike to 
ward off the brutal pounding that 
such a slam-bang style can dish out. 

"You're getting beat up even if you 
don't fall," Hart explains. "If a pilot 
makes a mistake while you're in the 
middle of a transfer — boom! I can do 
one-handed pushups, either hand. Yet 
riding with Bruce, when he is on the 
bubble, it’s all I can do to hang on.” 

Obviously, at speed on a track like 
SIR, it’s more than just hanging on. 
To truly get around a course quickly, 
it takes a fully trained athlete in the 
“chair,” one with an intimate know- 
ledge of his machine's responses to 
weight transfer, an acute sense ‘of 
timing and absolute trust in his pilot. 
(Oh, yeah...and hands like a bear 
trap.) : 

Watching the Lind/Hart team at 
work, their smoothly-coordinated, de- 
liberate moves almost mask the 
difficulty, or the physical effort in- 
volved. To really appreciate the stress 
level, one has to sample a couple laps 
as passenger oneself (see sidebar). 
Their teamwork falls into sharper per- 
spective when you realize that this 
track test session was a unique occur- 
rence, needed to sort out the cooling. 
Normally, the two only run the ma- 
chine on race weekends. (Said Hart: 
"Bruce is getting better. We only hit 
the wall once at Long Beach. ..") 

Seeing the cost, the complexity of 
the machines, the limited opportun- 
ities for practice and the inherent dif- 
ficulty in getting it all together at com- 
petitive racing speeds, it's not surpris- 
ing that the field of first-class sidecar 
racing teams remains small. Yet the 
rewards are there, for racers and spec- 
tators alike. Seeing a team like Lind/ 
Hart at work is believing. e 








Riding passenger: 


Hanging it out at 130 + 
— definitely not monkey business

I earned the ride of my life by 
saying the word "monkey" at an 
inappropriate moment — i.e., 
when sidecar owner/passenger 
Jack Hart was listening. Be warned, 
"monkey" is a California word that 
tends to set a non-Californian side- 
hacker's teeth on edge. At any rate, 
— cast pilot Bruce Hart a knowing 
look and suggested, “Perhaps he 


should take a couple of laps to see 


what it’s all about.” 

Still suited up from riding Wasco's 
500 thumper, I was in one of those “I'll 
try anything once" moods. It was only 
after Hart began explaining the pas- 
senger's job in detail that I began to 
realize what I was getting into. 

"First off, every move you make has 
to be slow, deliberate and planned. You 
can't jerk around, because under ac- 
celeration, this thing is sensitive to 
every twitch.” 

Lind added, “If you make a sudden, 
unexpected move on me, it can throw 
us a good 10 feet across the track.” 

Hart was down on the platform, now, 
demonstrating the basic positions. “For 
right turns, just hike out over the pilot's 
backside like this. Don’t be shy; he’s 
used to it. Then, in left turns, because 
this is a ‘rear exit’ chair, you don’t 
have to do the radical hanging out you 


see on some other rigs. Just get over 
here like you're making love to the 
wheel cover, stick one knee out if you 
wish, and brace with your inside foot. 

"Going from side to side, always 
shift your ci əyə sequence, like this,” 
as he talked, his hands moving method- 
ically from grip to grip. “Never make a 
move without at least one hand in a 
firm grip. If you fall out, the pilot may 
never notice you're missing until it's 
too late to save himself." 

In other words, I'd do well not to 
screw up. I looked pleadingly at Lind. 
"Go easy on me, Bruce; I'm an old 
man and out of shape." He nodded. 
Fortunately, Lind has a solid sense of 
self-preservation. Heck, he's almost 
my age. 

Nothing left but to help push off 
and jump onto the platform. I did my 
best to hunker tight down on my knees 
behind the radiator cowling as we ac- 
celerated hard out of the pits, but my 
stomach kept getting in the way. Tried 
a tentative, slow move up over Bruce's 
back on the right-hand turn one, felt 
OK, then hand-over-hand down to the 
left for turn two, a 180? sweeper. Going 
fast enough now to get a real bite on 
that one. 

Bruce did a firm, predictable roll- 
on that compressed the next short 
downhill chute alarmingly. Then we 
were on top of the first hairpin, brak- 
ing hard, with me on my knees, my 


arms shuddering to keep me from going 
head first over the cowl. Barely man- 
aged to get up and over his back as he 
tailed off on the brake, was slow and 
probably well off timing shifting over 
for the following left-hand hairpin. 

Accelerating out onto the bumpy 
back esses, I cautiously stayed with one 
set of grips, trying to absorb the pound- 
ing, while moving to the limit of my 
arms’ reach from turn to turn. Got to 
remember, try to keep the moves slow 
and predictable. My forearms felt like 
lead, and we'd not completed a full 
lap. 

Uphill, now, brief trailing throttle 
for a left-hand kink, turn eight, then 
up a gear, down a gear, into the 
Karussel, a mildly banked, humongous 
buttonhook left. Plenty of time to get 
well out over the wheel cover and feel 
Bruce get firmly on the throttle, using 
thrust to help pitch us into the apex of 
the turn. With cornering forces build- 
ing up past one “g,” I was no longer 
leaning out; I was “standing” on one 
leg, foot thrust hard against the frame 
inches from the drive wheel. 

Past the turn nine apex, a very short 
transition for the right-hand kink of 
turn 10 and onto the front straight. It’s 
just enough time to get partially over, 
staying low, then tuck down flat as 
possible out of the 130 mph windblast. 
Here, flat out in top gear, the rig does 
move several feet to the side with each

involuntary twitch. Stay still, dammit! 

Fully cranked on, turn one is now a 
fully committed 130 mph kink to the 
right. Got to be very slow and deliber- 
ate, anticipating the half-blind corner 
that’s on us with a rush. Then down 
flat again, fighting against the brakes, 
as Bruce has to get us slowed well 
down before committing us to turn 
two, a left-hander that demands accel- 
eration to carry us through. (We're 
“left chair,” so rolling off or braking 
would make us turn right.) 

My arms are really pumped up now, 
my hands throbbing with the effort. 
My breath is coming in harsh gasps, 
and I barely make all the grip shifts in 
time down at the hairpins, scaring my- 
self thoroughly as my hands almost 
refuse to work. I go back to a single 
death-grip for the remainder of the 
lap, except for turn nine where I've got 
time to get out and down well in ad- 
vance. Then it’s back down tight for 
the straight again. 

When I can spare one hand free, I 
pound Bruce on the back and flex my 
fingers at him — a signal (I hope) that 
my grip is going. He nods. We do a 
cool-off lap as I start to breathe easier 
and roll in dead-engine. 

Three laps. My knees are rubbery as 
I rise to my feet. Wow. Three laps, 
and I'm wasted. Oh, to be about 10 
years younger and in some kind of 
shape. What a ride!

Suzuki’s latest entry onto the Open class moto- 
cross battlefield deserves to have three long, 
hard looks taken at it. First, the 465 Full 
Floater offers many high-tech advancements 


over the 1980 big-bore Suzuki 
and many detail improvements 
as well. The bike looks and feels 
like a factory proto-racer instead 
of just another production mount. 

Your second impression probably 
won't be as favorable. Once the Floater 
is kicked into action (no easy task with 
stock jetting), the rider's expectations 
vaporize on a wave of mediocrity. Hand- 
ling is twitchy, suspension compliance 
harsh and er anemic. 

But just like the fair-tale year Suzuki 
is having in National competition, this 
story has a happy ending. The big 
Zook's problems are actually minor, 
easily traceable and best of all, quite 
fixable. 

Going back to the first glance you 
will notice that the X model Suzuki is 
almost completely redesigned from 
last year. The front forks are 42mm in 
diameter and very substantial looking. 
Both the front and rear hubs feature 


straight-pull spokes, the fuel tank is de- 


signed for easy weight placement over 
the front wheel, and best of all, the 
465 comes equipped with the same 
rear suspension that has helped Kent 
Howerton and Mark Barnett dominate 
the '81 racing season. 

Throwing a leg across the big-daddy 
RM confirms the 38-inch seat height. 
Still the bike is lighter than last year's 
model, and the tallness seems less im- 

rtant (more on this later). A quick 
ap around your local track will have 
your shaking your head in disbelief. 
Where is the fabled Open class thunder? 

The problem lies in Suzuki's con- 
tinuing policy of jetting their motocross 
bikes on the rich side to lessen the 
chances of a seizure during the critical 
break-in stage. This sounds good on 
paper, but often the parts needed to 
dial the carb are difficult to find, 
especially when the bike is new. 

We first took the RM to Saddleback 
Park during the middle of the week 
when the course is dry and slippery. 
Riding the bike fast was like wrestling 


a water buffalo. Power would come in 
surges, sending the rear wheel side- 
ways unexpectedly as the 464cc mill 
unleashed its considerable horsepower. 
No matter how carefully the rider 
rolled on the throttle, a smooth transi- 
tion from the very fat low and mid- 
range jetting to the correct high-speed 
mix could not be accomplished. 
Mikuni's VMSS 38mm carb comes 
without an idle screw to stop the slide 
from bottoming in the venturi. We 
drilled the carb body and added one. 
Starting was an easier chore from then 
on as the rider wasn't required to posi- 
tion the throttle exactly while kicking

the bike over. 

Next we dropped in a #35 needle jet 
and recut the slide from 2.0 to 2.5. 
Back at the track, the difference was 


‘astounding. Power was smooth and 


predictable, and the Japanese Dunlop 
rear tire had at least a fighting chance 
to hook up coming out of slow corners. 

Drag races between the Suzuki and 
several other big-bore machines tended 
to favor the RM regardless of the test 
rider. Smaller riders had trouble com- 
ing off the gate because their feet 
couldn't touch the ground, but once in 
third gear, the Floater would catch 
most other bikes.

Next we headed for our test track 
located about 60 miles east of Los 
Angeles. Here the RM's suspension 
could be put to the test across some of 
SoCal's infamous desert whoops. Once 
again, we were in for a disappointment. 
‘The Floater suspension that worked so 
well on the RM125X couldn't quite 
hook up coming off rough turns, while 
the front forks felt harsh and fatiguing. 
Worst of all, the front end sometimes 
twitched in a manner that caused 
more than one skipped heartbeat in 
the test riders. 

A quick trip to the White Bros. sus- 
pension specialists in Garden Grove, 
CA gave us some answers. Tom and 
Dan White were already working on 
their own personal Suzuki 465 which 
they felt was the best Open class mount 
yet offered to the public. 

New damper rods with less damping 
rate and lighter oil were installed, and 
it was back to the track. Instant im- 
provement of five seconds per lap, and 
the riders were wearing smiles instead 
of frowns. 

It appears that the stock damping 
rate E ns the front end to pack down 
and make the forks feel harsh. At the 
same time, rake is decreased, leading 
to the twitching feeling. With the 
weight all transferred to the front 
wheel, the rear end wasn't squatting 
as power rolled in, and the marvelous 
Floater design couldn't do its job. 

With the front end working, the 
Suzuki's whole personality changed. 
With power on, the rising-rate rear 
suspension was capable of soaking up 
even the choppiest sections of the chal- 
lenging Carlsbad course. Steering con- 
trol was also enhanced, while the twitch 
disappeared. Occasionally, the front 
end would push in tight corners, but a 
Metzeler or Bridgestone tire would 
probably help. The flex-free forks and 
triple clamps gave the riders confidence 
when driving hard into monorail-type 
berms or when clearing double jumps 
that require a front end landing. 

Suzuki's single leading shoe front 
brake works well, allowing the rider to 
develop later braking points than most 
Open mounts, although not with the 
control the Yamaha front binder im- 
parts. The rear brake seems grabby 
and non-progressive until the idle screw 
is added to the carb and keeps the 
engine from stalling each time the 
brakes are applied. 

Cleaning the filters is time consum- 
ing. The side panels are held on with 
aluminum screws that easily overtight- 
en, and by the time you have all four 
air cleaner elements removed from the 
bike, you will also have 10 screws, six 
washers, two bushings and one nut 
rolling around your garage floor. 

Other details on the Floater are 
nice. Weight has been saved in many 
unnoticed places. Even the brake cams 
are drilled for lightness. The trans- 
mission shifts easier than last year's, 
and the clutch can be fanned like a 
125cc. Seat, footpeg and handlebar 
placements are well balanced and 
comfortable, and the rubber mounts 
for the bars take some of the sting 
from engine vibration. 

With proper jetting, the Suzuki can 
run with any bike in its class including 
the hyper-fast Yamaha and Maico 
490. When the front end is dialed 
(many riders have success dropping to 
a 5 or 3.5 weight oil), the bike steers 
well and the Floater rear suspension is 
the best thing to happen to motocross 
since progressive spring rates. We even 
tried some shorter struts soon to be 
marketed by White Bros. that lowered 
the rear end slightly and helped the 
rear hook up even better in choppy 


turns. 

The 1981 Suzuki RM465X is a 
motorcycle that is 99.99% ready to 
race and win. With a few simple im- 
provements, it'll be the other guys 
doing the racing while you concentrate 
on the winning.

LUCERNE VALLEY, CA, AUG. 15-16 
Anderson Dry Lake was the site 
of the Desert Rats Dual European 
Scrambles, and if you arrived 
Friday night it was raining; a wel- 
come sight in the middle of August. 
Word of the day was stay on course. 
For those who wandered more than 50 
feet off the course (and there were 
many) it was disqualification time. 


Saturday 

First race of the day were the Trail- 
bikes (two riders). It was Bobby Chart- 
ers taking the win. 

Next up were the gals on the A 
course, with the Seniors on the B side. 
At the bomb it was Jolene Payne (White 
Knuckle M.C.) with the lead. At the 
finish Payne had a three minute lead 
over second place June Elias with 


Lorni Vincent third. First Novice 
honors went to Vera Charters. 

Around the first loop on the Senior 
side, it was Gary Charters (Yam) with 
a commanding lead. Second bike 
through was Ron Bebo (Yam), followed 
by Dick Postma (C-A), Al Guzman 
(Suz) and Morris Norman (Hus). 
During the morning Charters crashed 
practicing the start and destroyed his 
bike. So he borrowed Guy Gowdy's 
bike, a Yamaha, where Charters 
normally rides a Suzuki. It must have 
agreed with him because he finished 
with over a minute lead over second 
place Morris Norman. Third rider in 
and first 250cc bike was Ron Bebo fol- 
lowed by Dick Postma and first 
Amateur Ron Hetherington. 

At noon the 0-175cc Amateur/Ex- 
perts left the line on the B course with 
the Beginner/Novices on the A track. 
It was Bill Mattox (Montclair Yam) 
leading at the bomb. Around the first 
loop it was Mattox, but he'd picked up 
a flat tire and pulled off the course. 
Coming in for the checkers was Tom 
Elias (Yam) with Oren Beck (Yam) 
second and Guy Gowdy (Yam) third 
and first Amateur. 


Leading the Novices home was a 
very fast Rich Tieban (Yam) with 
about a 20 second lead over number 
two rider Sean "Junior Buckeroo" 
Johnson (Suz). In for third was Shelby 
DeCorova. 

When the always fast and furious 
250cc Amateur/Experts left the line, it 
was Montclair Yamaha's Cliff Thomas 
and Pro Circuit's Dan Ashcraft (Hus) 
out in front. Around the first loop it 
was Thomas first and then Ashcraft 
and Jesse's Cycle's Criss Crandall 
(KTM). Crandall wheelied for the 
folks, but looped out. He remounted 
and never lost his third place spot. 
Next through was first Amateur Ted 
Hunnicut. At the finish it was Dan 
Ashcraft in with the win. Thomas’ 
front brake cable got stuck and sent 
him over the bars, but he was unhurt. 
Second rider was Crandall with Howard 
McCasland (KTM) in for third. First 
Amateur and fourth overall was 
Randy Jones. First Veteran was Jim 
Bringhurst with Monte Lee second. 

On the Novice side it was #212 for 
first with Steve Knapp second. First 
Novice Veteran was Cleyon Loonsfoot. 

Last races of the day were the big 





boys, the heavyweight Amateur/Experts 
and Beginner Novices. In the Expert 
division it was Kern Sportcycle’s Dan 
Smith and Pro Circuit's Dan Ashcraft, 
both on Huskys, trying to hit the trail 
first. A fierce battle began as they 
swapped places numerous times on the 
back section of the course. Finally 
Smith pulled away, and Ashcraft 
picked up a flat rear tire. 

At the finish of the first loop it was 
Dan Smith with a one minute lead 
over second place Howard McCasland 
followed by Up-Tite Husky rider 
Chuck Miller, Bill Saltzman and Mike 
Mulconery (Hus). First Amateur 
through was Muff. On the last lap the 
guys were in for a treat: it started 
raining, complete with lightning and 
thunder. Smith was making his own 
thunder as he finished with a minute 
lead over second place McCasland. 
First Veteran was Bill Saltzman natur- 
ally. Third Open Expert was Mike 
Mulconery. Then Muff again for first 
Amateur. Afterward Smith comment- 
ed, “There were mud puddles on the 
course the last lap.” 

Dean Criske got the Novice win. 


Sunday 

The courses were reversed the next 
day and it was Jolene Payne taking the 
win again in the Women's division 
with June Elias and Lorni Vincent fol- 
lowing. 

The Seniors were off with Nate 
Sciacqua (Yam) getting the start. 
Around the first loop it was Sciacqua in 
the lead by a long ways, followed by 
#175, Morris Norman, Gary Charters, 
Ron Bebo and first Amateur Larry 
Amick. In for the money first wasz 
Sciacqua with Morris Norman, who by 
the way is going to Italy for ISDE, 
getting second. Third rider in was Al 
Guzman, the first 250cc bike. Charters 
got a flat and cruised in last. Fourth 
bike in was Dick Postma. First C bike 
honors went to Jim “Duke” Harris. 

Next out were the 0-175 Amateur/ 
Experts and Beginner/Novices. Bill 
Mattox's rear tire stayed full of air this 
time, and he went on for the win with 
Paul Palmer second and Tom Elias 
third. 

On the Novice course it was Rich 
Tieban again and really smoking, to 
take the win with Sean Johnson second 
again with a flat rear tire. Third rider 
in was Steve Klien. 

The 250cc Amateur/Experts got 
underway the second time with Dan 
Ashcraft out front with Cliff Thomas 
on his tail. Around the first loop it was 
Ashcraft with a 30 second lead over 
Thomas. Then Jeff Kaplan came 
through followed by first Amateur 
Ted Hunnicut. On the second loop, 
Thomas lost a chain, and Ashcraft was 
still in the lead. Criss Crandall started 
moving up and put the move on 
Kaplan. At the checkers it was Ash- 
craft with a minute and a half lead 
over second place Crandall. In for 
third was Kaplan. First Amateur was 
Hunnicut. 

It was Ashcraft again getting the 
lead at the start of the Open Amateur/ 
Expert division. On the first loop it 
was Ashcraft, Chuck Miller and Dan 
Smith. This was a race not to be — 
upon the finish eight riders from third 
on down were disqualified (the 50 
foot off course rule). Ashcraft got the 
win with Dan Smith second. It’s too 
bad that so many have to suffer for the 
actions of a few in past races. Word 
has it that there were 40+ 
disqualifications over the weekend. 
The district steward must have his 
hands full. The weather was great due 
to the rainy weather all weekend. The 
entries ran around 250, give or take a 
bunch... ə 
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Koni road bike shocks 


Many brands of stock road bike 
shocks are fine--until you start 
going into corners hard and 
using more of your tires than 
just a one inch strip down the middle. 
When that time comes accessory 
shocks are the answer. We opted for a 
pair of Konis on our Honda CB750F 
and weren't dissatisfied with the 
results. 

Installation was a snap. We timed 
ourselves from when we opened the 
box until we were ready to take our 
first test ride, and only eight minutes 
had gone by. Mounting bushings were 
the right size and slipped on easily. 

The shocks come pre-set to the 
minimum damping force and we left 
them that way. By taking the spring 
off, compressing the rod into the 
shock and rotating, the damping can 
be adjusted to six different settings. A 
three position cam also adjusts spring 
tension. 

From the start we could feel the 
Konis working. When we found 
ourselves going into a corner too hard 
with stock shocks braking was a risk 
because the bike wanted to stand 
upright. The Konis react to terrain 
whether under acceleration or 
braking. 

Down rough back roads the Konis 
give a feeling of being on top of the 
pavement, not in it. They give a 
positive rebound stroke that happens 
quickly but doesn’t throw the back end 
off traction. 

Riding two up proved no problem, 
even with the soft settings. Those who 
would want the shocks on a stiffer 
setting would either be going very fast 
or covering very rough ground. 

Koni road shocks retail for $85.28 
with springs included. Check with 
your dealer for a pair or contact Koni

Climaxing a night of totally un- 
predictable speedway racing, 
Ken Pieper and Bryan Hoel 
claimed hard-earned main event 
victories at the Western Stock Show 
Arena. With several of this season's 
regular winners turning in unusually 
poor rides, it seemed there should be a 
reason. Some of the riders complained 
about the bumpy track; some didn't 
like the blue groove that developed 
early. It seemed most riders wanted to 
blame it on the full moon! . 

With last week's Scratch main 
winner Mark Borgman and other 
leading riders like Rusty Hannum and 
Mike Golightly watching tonight's 
main from the pit wall, it looked like a 
Pieper family runaway with both Dave 
and his brother Ken making the line- 
up. Rounding out the lineup was 
Bryan Hoel and Jim Troudt. 

Even with both of the Pieper 
brothers in the main, it looked like 
there might be some action but it 
never really developed as Ken Pieper 
on his Buckram Contractors Jawa 
pulled the holeshot. Ken was followed 
closely into the first turn by his brother 
Dave with Hoel in third and Troudt 
pushing hard in fourth: These 
Positions held until the second lap 
when Hoel went into turn three too hot 
and ended up on the outside. This 


“ allowed Troudt to slip. into third 


place. On the white flag lap, both of 
the Piepers seemed to come up with a 
little more drive as they pulled away 
slightly for a convincing family-type 
win. 

The Handicap main saw some new 
faces on the line with Fred Martin 
alone on the 10-yard line (this was one 
of Martin's first rides in a main). 
Another new name in the main was 
Russel Wonders who was lined up on 
the 20. Also on the 20 for a very contro- 
versial start was Hoel, whose normal 
handicap is 30 yards. The 40-yard line 
was very crowded with Scott Ormission 
and both the Pieper brothers. 

Into the first corner with a nice lead 
was Martin on his self-sponsored four- 
valve Jawa. By the third corner the 


whole pack was pushing hard on Martin. 
Riding a very smooth line, Martin was 
able to hold off Hoel's charge until he 
did the one thing a leader should never 
do: he looked back. When Martin did 
this he lost his line in turns three and 
four, allowing Hoel on the Bench Racing 
Ultd. Jawa to slide into first place. 
Meanwhile Ken Pieper was able to get 
by Wonders for third place. 

Scott Ormiston had his share of 
problems, too. After completely 
spinning out twice on the same lap, he 
ended up in the infield for a disqualifi- 
cation. At the checkered flag, it was 
Hoel followed closely by Martin and 
Ken Pieper in third. 

The Fay Myers Honda-sponsored 
King of the Hill match was won by 
Mike Golightly on the Yamaha West 
Jawa. Golightly defeated Larry Larson 
on his Motorcycle Parts Center Jawa 
making this the third week Golightly 
has held the title.

The Budman 
strikes at Auburn

There is no doubt about it; the 
story in Auburn tonight was 
Buddy Robinson, back after a 
two week absence from the track. 
He must have come to win. He had an 
advantage from the beginning, as the 
track was slightly rougher than usual, 
the kind of track that Robinson excels 
on. This is not to take anything away 
from his ability and skill; it comes 
down to the fact he looked gdod, rode 
good, he was just plain hot! 

Robinson started out with a win in 
his Handicap heat and followed that 
up with a win in his semi. In Scratch 
heat number 11, Joe Leduc broke the 
tape, bringing in Robinson who was 
the first reserve. He took second in 
that heat, transferred to the semi, took 
another second and a transfer into the 
Scratch main. That in itself is an 
accomplishment for anyone, 
particularly a reserve rider. 

In the main, Robinson drew the 
pole position (like I said, luck was with 


him all night). He shot into the lead 
with Mike Faria, who had won eight of 
the past nine main events, right on 
him. Mike Delacy was third and Paul 
Orlandi fourth. I watched the first two 
laps, admittedly with a somewhat 
nonchalant attitude, figuring Faria 
would take him in any turn for his 
ninth main win. On lap three, 
Robinson enjoyed his most comfort- 
able lead, about a bikelength! Faria 
was right there, and Robinson knew it. 

On lap four it couldn't have been 
closer. In turn four, where Faria so 
often manages to add that touch of 
magic for the win, Robinson stayed on 
the pole as Faria tried to take him on 
the outside. Not this time; it was 
Buddy Robinson who grabbed the 
checkered flag for the fifth victory lap, 
claiming his first ever Scratch main by 
not more than half a tire length! Not 
bad for the first reserve, who wasn't 
even on the Scratch program. Delacy 
was third and Paul Orlandi fourth. 

Robinson earned enough points 
tonight to tie Andy Gilbertson for the 
16th spot in the Rich MacMurray 
Memorial Northern California Cham- 
pionship to be held on Aug. 29. There 
will be a runoff to determine the 16th 
spot. 

It was a night of wins in the Division 
One Handicap side of the program as 
well. Mike Delacy won his heat, then 
his semi, and finally the Handicap 
main for his second main win at 
Auburn this year. In the semi, Delacy 
held off Mike Faria in one of those 
scorer's nightmare finishes — in other 
words, by inches. 

In the Handicap main, John Volk 
took the lead with Delacy second, 
followed by Buddy Robinson. In turn 
two on the third lap, Delacy got past 
Volk for the lead; Volk dropped to 
second as Mike Faria, steadily gaining 
ground on every lap, got past 
Robinson to move into third. In turn 
one on lap four, Faria took advantage 
of a wide turn by Volk to move into 
second, putting the pressure on Delacy 
in an exact rerun of the semi event just 
a few races earlier. A determined 


Delacy refused to make a mistake and . 


took the win in a photo finish. 

In the Division Two main, Tom 
Page took the lead for the first lap, 
losing control on lap two in turn two, 
forcing Dan Sweeton to the infield 
which ended the race for both of 
them. At that point, Robert Curry 
claimed the lead, Kevin Hugill was 
second, Dave Norman third, and that 
was the finish. 

In the Division Three main, Glenn 
Davis, “The New Kid in Town,” did it 
again! Can't wait to see what he does in 
1982. Charlie Haines was second, Curt 
Miller third. 

Scott Brant of Reno, who has set a 
trend of doing it in threes, won his 
third consecutive Junior main tonight 
after placing second in both the earlier 
heats. Bart Bast was second and Mike 
Parsons third. 

Tonight ended the regular 1981 
season at Auburn. The final two 
events of the year will be run on 
Saturday evenings to avoid conflict 
with the southern California tracks. 
The first round National Qualifier will 
be held Aug. 22, followed by the Rich 
MacMurray Memorial Northern 
California speedway season. 3

The AMA should give Lance 
King his own division because 
this year he’s sure been a lot 
better than everyone else. How 
many times can you remember a rider 
winning both main events? Sure, 
“Dangerous Dubb” did it this year in 
Costa Mesa, but how about before 
that? Well, feature this: Lance King 
has done it three times this year alone 
at the Commotion by the Ocean in 
Ventura! 

For the budding statisticians among 
you: King has won the Scratch main a 
dozen times in 18 tries and has won 15 
trophies in Ventura overall. It’s not 
surprising that King finished nearly 
200 points ahead of his nearest rival 
in the annual accounting. 


Besides the fact that Penhall, 
Schwartz, Sigalos, Autrey, Gresham, 
Cook and both Morans neglected to 
show up (they never do anyway), the 
competition for King was thin. Mike 
Curoso was a scratch. John Sandona 
drove all the way from Rialto only to 
break down in his first race. Bobby 
McLain crashed and was excluded 
from his first race, and 
Dave DeTemple was hobbling around 
the pits on crutches and did not ride. 


King, starting on the 50, picked off 
a rider each lap and won his Handicap 
heat easily. In the semi, Shawn 
McConnell had it wired on the outside 
and passed everybody. King, bottled 
up for three laps, still managed a 
second place finish. He doesn’t always 
win. 

"Fast Eddie" Thurman, enjoyed his 
First Division debut, was passed in the 
last turn of his heat by John Foster but 
came back to take the semi with a 
perfect ride off the zero. Thurman 
almost won the main. He led for four 
laps, but King caught him in turn 
three, passed him in turn four and 
won by four lengths. It was, nonethe- 
less, a memorable night for Thurman. 

In Scratch racing, King lost a race; 
well, almost; well, he was behind for a 
while. After winning his heat by about 
six light years, King was outgated by 
Dave Miller off the pole in the semi. 

"While King was trapped behind the 
speedy Miller wondering what to do 
next, McConnell grew impatient and 
passed them both on the outside. 
Miller blew it a lap later when he went 
too wide, allowing King to whiz by. On 
a wild final lap, King caught 
McConnell in the last turn and beat 
him to the line by a foot. 

The Scratch main was anticlimactic 
and over in less than half a lap when 
King went around Jeff Tomlin in turn 
two and never looked back. Again. 

Ed Castro performed flawlessly as he 
won his heat and the Second Division 
main, just like he did opening night 
back in April. Castro took the lead in 
the second turn of the main, and no 
one got close. Guy Ermolenko might 
have, but well never know. 
Ermolenko, due to the lack of bodies, 
was given a First Division ride and was 
winning after two laps until a crash 
necessitated a restart. Ermolenko's 
bike died at the line in the restart: 
Undaunted, Ermolenko showed up in 
his regular D-2 heat and finished 
second to Castro. But the referee 
caught on, excluded Ermolenko, and 
gave the transfer to Vic Robledo. Nice 
try anyway, Guy. 

The rider with the memorable 





















name, Bently Barrett, took D-3 honors 
in his Ventura debut. 

All this was second rate thrills 
indeed compared to the Bikini Contest 
Semi-finals. The six winners left little 
to the imagination (one would've left 
nothing to the imagination if Lucero 
had been more successful at ripping 
her bikini off). In any case, the Gone 
With The Wind of Skin concludes next 
week (Aug. 25) in the Bikini Contest 
Finals. The winner receives a motor- 
cycle and the future opportunity to 
write "Miss Ventura Raceway" on her 
resume.

Woods stayed close but 
was unable to get back by the next 
King of England. Fishback got by 
McConnell and came home third.

On lap one, Rick 
Miller was in fourth place; on the third 
lap he moved into third place, and on 
the last lap in turn four Miller moved 
inside Eddie Thurman to steal second. 
Thurman, who was in second for most 
of the race, had to settle for third. 

The Handicap main event was 
another race won at the start as Dave 
Miller led the entire race from start to 
finish.

Having an outstanding night, 
and being the only rider to make both 
main events, was Gene Woods who 
took second right away but never 
could catch Miller. Only able to work 
his way into third place was the hottest 
rider on the circuit today, Lance King.

As 
expected, Moran took the gate shot 
and led for the first two laps. However, 
on the third lap, he and Becker were 
only about an inch apart.

In the Scratch main event, Dubb 
Ferrell, rapidily becoming one of the 
winningest riders at Costa Mesa, won 
again. A Scratch win at Costa Mesa 
comes hard, and Ferrell is one of only 
three repeat Scratch winners at Costa 
Mesa this year, the other two being 
Lance King and Mike Bast (good 
company to be in, Dubb). Ferrell led 
from start to finish and did so from the 
“sandwich” position of lane three. On 
the pole was Dave Sims who took 
second. In lane two, Gene Woods took 
third. In fourth place after going 
donw on the first lap and getting right 
back up to finish was Mike Curoso. 

The last race of the night was the 
Skoal match race with Handicap 
winner Dave Miller, riding from the 
20-yard line, facing the Scratch 
winner, Dubb Ferrell, riding from the 
40-yard line.

Snorteland rips at

Despite the draw of a National 
race at Carlsbad, Indian Dunes 
fans were treated to some of the 
finest racing ever to be found on 
any Sunday, on any track. The track 
in this case was the International, and 
for a change, ran backwards by the 
California Racing Club. 

Once more, it was Pete Snorteland's 
day. The Yamaha support ace took a 
pair of wins in the 250cc Pro contest 
and then went on to take the overall 
Open Pro win. 

The first 250cc Pro moto saw Snorte- 
land lead from the start. He found 
John Whelchel in shotgun position and 
a battle ensued. In third was Ed 
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Arnet, Maico-mounted for Track N 
Travel with Erin Buskirk running in 
fourth. The top three were all right on 
top of each other, mere inches apart. 
Approaching the white flag Arnet 
dropped his bike but managed to re- 
mount in time to maintain his position. 
The duel between Snorteland and 
Whelchel down to the finish line was a 
white knuckler, but Snorteland held 
his lead by one bikelength.

When the finish line loomed into 
sight, Snorteland sailed across to top 
money of the day, Whelchel finished 
in second, good for second place loott 
and taking third overall honors was 
Arnet. 

The 250cc Intermediates had their 
hands full trying to stay out of the way 
of the Pros and pulling off one of the 
hairiest races of the day. Their first 
moto saw Randy Owen take the lead 
aboard a Suzuki with Randy Morales, 
riding for Burbank Yamaha, breath- 
ing down his neck. Marc Johnson, on a 
Suzuki for Southland Cycle had his 
hands full with Don Gossett's Yamaha 
mere inches behind in a battle for 
third. 

By moto's end, Morales had taken 
command and managed to hold 
Gossett, who had worked his way into 
second, behind him, Owen was firmly 
placed in third and held to the end. 

When they charged off the starting 
grid, the second time around, it was 
Gossett out in front and out for the 
gold. In second, Owen had a rough 
time of it holding Morales back. 
Morales had bad time of it on the start 
but by the end of the first lap took over 
third and held onto it down to the end. 

When the final checkered flag came 
out Gossett led the way, going home 
with the gold he had set out for. Owen 
finished second, taking third overall 
honors and Morales, who fought so 
hard from the start, ended in third, 
but took second overall.

Double Doubles. Maloney and 
Grissom both passed Carlson halfway 
through the sixth lap to run 1-2. Gerig 
came back to pass Carlson at the start 
of the last lap to move into third. 
Maloney finished the moto first for the 
overall with a 1-1. Grissom was second 
for third overall with his 4-2 and Gerig 
finished a half a bikelength behind 
Grissom for second overall via a 2-3. 

Mike Tripes doesn't come to 117 
very often, but when he does you can 
expect to see him in the top three some- 
where. Tripes jumped out to an early 
lead in the first 125cc Pro moto with 
jon Faure second and Scott Meyer 
third. Myers passed Faure on the first 
lap to move into second. Tripes started 
pulling away on the fourth lap to leave 
the battle for second. Meyers and 
Faure traded second several times 
until the seventh lap where Faure 
settled it, going by Myers for good. 
Faure held his lead over Meyers to 
finish eight seconds behind Tripes. 

In the final round Tripes got the 
holeshot for the second time of the 
night. Meyers was second and Faure 
third until Faure passed Meyers in 
turn three. Tripes and Faure then 
pulled away from the rest of the field 
as they battled for the lead. Faure 
stayed within two bikelengths of 
Tripes for the first half of the race, 
often pulling even with Tripes, but he 
couldn’t take over the lead. The one 
lap flag came out with Faure 
breathing down Tripes’ neck. Faure 
started making his move for the lead 
going over the triple jump. He pulled 
even on the last jump going into the 
Coca Cola Big Berm. Tripes took the 
inside on the last turn and pulled 
ahead by his front tire to take first. 
Faure was second and Meyers third.

Baker, VanNatta, 
Betke top SNRR 
Road Race

LAS VEGAS, NV, AUG. 2 
Jack Baker, Mike VanNatta, 
and Bob Betka didn’t take home 
all the marbles at this SNRR 
road race, but they got their 
share! The day started out with Van 
Natta’s John Austin-sponsored Honda 
taking first in the 450cc Box Stock 
class. Next Baker, on his Nevada 
Yamaha/TPI sponsored 550 Seca took 
first in the 600cc Box Stock Class. 
Following that bit of opening action 
was Bob Betke taking first in the 750cc 
Box Stock class followed by a new 


rider, Les Goebel. Then Baker, 
figuring that he had a roll going, won 
the Open Box Stock class. 


With the Box Stock action taken 
care of, the Production class racing 
started with the 450cc class running 
first. VanNatta again took first but 
this time he had a bit of a battle with 


"Crazy Ed" Malkiewicz before he took 
the checkered flag. 

The 600cc Production class had 
some interesting wrenching going on 
in the pits before the race. Jody 
Morgan, who normally rides in this 
class, bailed big time in practice and 
dinged both himself and his 550 Seca 
to the point where further competition 
wasrt possible. Slim Stephens, whose 
usual mount is a KZ 1000, decided 
that he had a heretofore unfulfilled 
desire to ride a 550. Hearing that, 
Morgan generously offered him the 
use of his Seca 2 y he could find enough 
pieces to put in back on the track. That 
was like hollering “Sic 'em" to a dog! 
Stephens, with a handful of wrenches, 
launched a frontal assualt on Ken 
Smith's bike, which was parked along- 
side the pits. Ken, who had been 
working the gate, came back just in 
time to see his handlebars, shocks, and 
plug caps being frantically installed on 
Morgan's bike! After hearing what was 
going on, he gave a retroactive OK to 
the procedure. Pulling on to the track 
for a one lap check to see if every thing 
was functioning properly, Stephens 
also got his first and only practice lap 
on this unfamiliar bike. 

The lack of practice didn't seem to 
bother Slim that much because he 
took an early lead and held it for 
about seven laps. Then Baker started 
putting on the pressure. After passing 
Stephens, and being repassed by 
Stephens, Baker finally got the 
checkered flag with Stephens running 
a close second. 

Meanwhile the 750cc Production 
class, which was running concurrently 
with the 600s, had its own battle going 
on. Clay Rice emerged the victor from 
that fray, with Les Goebel taking 
second. 

In the Open Production race Betke 
and Baker got head to head and stayed 
that way the whole 10 laps! Betke had 
the lead at the finish line, but Baker 
wasn't giving anything away! 

The last race of the day looked like 
rush bour on the freeway when they 
decided to run all the Super Street 
bikes together. Slim Stephens took the 
overall win in this free-for-all, with 
Betke taking first 750cc, and Baker 
doing the honors in the 600cc class. 

The early 10 a.m. start helped 
alleviate a lot of the effects of the heat, 
and the SNRR orgaaization as usual 
functioned smoothly, so if any of you 
out of town riders feel inclined to 
combine a weekend of "Vegas" style 
entertainment with your racing — go 
for it!

Williamson's 
winning ways 
return at DeAnza

SUNNYMEAD, CA, AUG. 16 

After disappearing the last few 
weeks from the motocross scene 
due to injury, Keith Williamson 
(Yam) riding for D&L Welding, 
picked up from where he left off, 
winning the 250cc Pro class at DeAnza 
with consistent riding. 

In the first moto Fred Combs took 
his Seer/Uni/RRR Yamaha into the 
lead with Montclair Yamaha-mounted 
Greg Zitterkopf breathing heavily 
down his back. Also in pursuit were 


Riverside Suzuki's Keith Dysert in 
third and Roger Hayes of La Habra 
Yamaha in fourth followed by Chris 
Cole, riding for Ceet Racing in fifth. 
By the second lap Zitterkopf passed 
Combs and within a few laps he had 
pulled a commanding lead. Things 
pretty much stayed the same for the 
next few laps until Cole gave up his 
fifth place position to Williamson after 
pulling off the track. Everything was 
going Zitterkopf's way until disaster 
struck when his Yamaha seized with 
three laps remaining. At the finish it 
was Combs who crossed the finish line 
first with Dysert close behind. Dave 
Eropkin (Suz) of Suzuki West in a good 
ride working his way up from behind 
to finish third. Williamson finished up 
with a fourth place ride. 

Moto two saw Dysert jump into the 
lead with Eropkin close behind in sec- 
ond and Williamson in third followed 
by Hayes. Racing was tight for the 
lead when bad luck struck Dysert half- 
way through the race after the shock 
blew on his Suzuki, giving the lead to 
Eropkin. Unfortunately for Eropkin it 
wasn't long before he fell.

Rodgers rerailed 
his chain and was able to hang on and 
finish second with Bookhart finishing 
third. 

The second moto saw Holbrook 
grab the holeshot with Bookhart hot 
on Holbrook’s rear fender with Tim 
Nash (Yam) following in third. After a 
poor start, Rodgers began playing catch 
up to second place by the fifth lap, but 
Rodgers’ efforts ended when he fell. 
Holbrook took the checkered flag and 
the overall win unchallenged with 
Bookhart finishing second. :

Reid speeds to 
Corona win

CORONA, CA, AUG. 14 

Team Kawasaki’ Warren Reid 
made his way out to Corona 
Raceway last week for a taste of 
the local competition. He went 


home, as expected, with top cash in 
the 250cc Pro class, but Greg Zitterkopf 
of Montclair Yamaha and Malcolm 
Smith’s Eric MacCracken (Yam) both 
did their best to keep it from being 
easy. 

The race began with Zitterkopf on 
top while Reid and MacCracken trail- 
ed. In fourth place was Honda-mounted 
Scott Wilkinson, holding off Fred 
Combs (Yam) and Jeff Prieur (Yam) at 
the end of lap one. But the action was 
up front. Zitterkopf knew his way 
around the pseudo-supercross night 
track well enough to keep his lead, but 
Reid was putting his stadium experience 
to use. Corona has a washboard whoop 
section reserved for Pros only that 
Reid could gain nearly a second on 
every lap. As the race came into its 
final laps Zitterkopf was still on top, 
but it was Reid who became number 
one just a few turns before the checkered 
flag. MacCracken was never more 
than a couple of seconds behind 
throughout the race. 

Promoter/announcer Ron Crandall 
quoted Zitterkopf over the address 
system as saying that he wasn't going 
to let Reid by him again in the second 
round, putting the pressure on the 
lanky Yamaha pilot to put 101% into 
his race. And Zitterkopf came through 
by pulling another holeshot. But Reid 
and his '80 model works Kaw were hot 
in second place, and soon it appeared 
unlikely that Zitterkopf would be able 
to hold off the green steamroller. It 
was on the third lap that Reid took 
over. That left Zitterkopf in second 
place, but by no means able to relax 
with MacCracken breathing down his 
neck. A duel began to develop for 
second place as Reid whittled out a 
small lead. But at the finish line it was 
still Zitterkopf in the number two spot 
and MacCracken had to be content 
with third. Finishing fourth once more 
was Scott Wilkinson (Hon). 

Jim Vermillion (Yam) of Pomona 
Yamaha and Rocket Rex Racing was 
the man to top the 250cc Novice class. 
He stormed through both motos to 
make it a double win while Robert 
Wedner (Yam) compiled a couple of 
seconds. Ray Groom (Hon) rounded 
out the top three in both motos.

With most of the Pros back east 
to pick up those necessary points 
the sportsmen rose to the occa- 
sion with the Open classes bulg- 
ing at the seams with lots of new 
faces.
